SENATOR OGLESBY.

SOLTET, III., Aug. 19.—Journalistic amenities 
in this city, since the late Democratic and Inde- 
pendent County Conventions, are decidedly 
marked, The Independents, especially those of 
Republican antecedents, stubbornly refused to 
‘De swallowed by the Democratic whale, and 
managed to defeat all attempts at a coalition. 
Because of this the Democrats abuse the 
poor Independents and are stillas mad as March 
hares over the failure to unite on a ticket. The 
depth of this feeling is indicated by the vigor- 
ous language which the Joliet Hecord, a Démo- 
cratic paper, used yesterday in speaking of the 
editor of the Will County Courier as 
“the slang-slinging, slabbering slouch, 
who esides over the Granger organ, 
and who, when asked to express his 
opinion in relation to a joint ticket, stood upon 
his trembling legs and made a speech which had 
about as much point as the rear end of alumber 
wagon.’’ The remnant of the old Democratic- 
Confederate party in this county is in its last 
etages, and only awaits the defeat it will receive 
at the hands of the Republicans in November 
next, to be buried out Of sight forever. 

The Republican caucuses for the clection of 
delegates to the County Convention, which oc- 
curs next Monday, were held this afternoon.

A Remark Joyfully Indulged in by 
the Fenian Convicts, 


Whose Escape from New South 
Wales Was Recently Chron- 
icled. 


They Land in New York Yesterday 
from the Whaleship Catalpa. 


An Account of Their Escape and 
Subsequent Adventures. 


How the Yankee Captain Braved and 
Badgered the British Lion. 


Special Dispatch te The Tribune. 

Nzw York, Aug. 19.—The Fenian prisoners 
who escaped from New South Wales in the 
American bark Catalpa landed at pier No. 1, 
North River, at 11 o’clock this morning, and 
were met by a large number of their sympathiz- 
ing countrymen, and escorted to O' Donovan 
Rossa’s Hotel, at Chatham Square and Mott 
street. After they had breakfasted, a great 
number of their fellow-patriots called on them, 
to whom they chatted and told the history of 
their escape. The prisoners have all the ap- 
pearance of laboring men, and were dressed in 
overalis and jumpers, some wearing belts. 

THE ARRIVAL. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

New York, Aug. 19.—The whaling bark 
Catalpa arrived here this morning from New 
South Wales with the Fenian prisoners who es- 
caped from that country some time since. 
The names of the men are Michael Harrington, 
Thomas Darragh, James Wilson, Robert Crans- 
ton, Thomas Henry Hassett, John J. Breolin 
(alias Collins), Thomas Desmond (alias John- 
son), John King (alias Jones), and Thomas 
Brennan (alias Hall). 

When the ship Catalpa, with the six escaped 
Fenians on board, arrived this morning, dis- 
patclres were sent over the city to members of 
the Committee appointed to receive the men, 
and shortly after daybreak the Committee as- 
sembled at the Battery, and boarded the vessel. 
The meeting between the old veterans, aboard, 
and the tried men who came to welcome them, 
was a hearty and whole-souled greeting. The 
men laughed and wept in turn. 

The Catalpa is a slow sailer, having consumed 
nearly four months on her voyage. After two 
mouths her stock of provisions was so meagre 
that the men were puton short allowance. 
They all arrived, however, in good health and 
spirits. 

Capt. Anthony, who commanded the Catalpa, 
has a daring mien, tempered with a smile cal- 
culated to win confidence. 

One of the most touching incidents of the re- 
ception of the exiles was the meeting with Will- 
iam Foley. Foley was also a soldier in the 
British army, and had seen hard service. In 
1866, he was tried on a charge of treason and 
felony, found guiltv, and sentenced to ten vears 
penal servitude. He served his term with the 
men who have now arrived, and knew them all 
intimately. The Catalpa lay off Freemantle be- 
fore Foley's term expired, but he knew her mis- 
sion, and bid her God-speed, and to-day he wel- 
comes his fellow-convicts as brother freemen. 

The men disembarked from the vessel this 
morning, and proceeded to O Donovan Rossa’s 
hotel, where they will temporarily remain. 

THE ESCAPE, 

Thomas Henry, one of the Fenians who ar- 
rivedin the — to-day said to a reporter: 
We were expect ng for about two „ that 
we would be rescued from prison. We always 
kept on the alert for a movement of any kind 
which could be turned to our advantage. We 
were notified of the sailing of the Catalpa, and 
expected her in March, but we did not hear of 
ber arrival until @ few days before the 17th of 
April, the day on which we effected our purpose. 

ter breakfast, on the 16th, about ten minutes 
to 8 o’clock, we left the prison gates unobserved, 
and entered carriages provided for us. Our 
party numbered about eleven, including outsiders 
who kept in the front and rear to keep a sharp 
lookout for enemies. We reached Rockingham 
at 11:30 a. m., where a whaleboat from the 
Catalpa was lying, and got on board the boats. 
The crew were then in charge of an officer from 
the vessel. During the journey by land 

WE WERE NOT MOLESTED, 
though we met several ns. When we were 
24¢ mile. ‘om shore the police came up and 
captured our horses and carriages, which had 
been left on the beach. We had great trouble 
in finding the Catalpa, and the police got a boat 
and were searching for us. A storm arose and 
blew us out to sea, and our provisions were 
destroyed, and we wereall wet. Night came 
on, and we were 
IN A DEPLORABLE CONDITION. 
When daylight broke we saw the Catalpa and 
made for her. When about 7 miles from the 
vessel saw the colonial steamer Georgette and 
police cutter searching for us, but they could 
not see us ane to the rough cross seas. The 
police kept Catalpa in sight while the steamer 
went to land. We were then 20 miles from land, 
and near Rottenness, and rowed with all our 
strength to the bark. At this time both the 
Catalpa a police boat had discovered us, and the 
latter was fast pulling towards us, but we 
headed the police cutter and reached the Catalpa 
first, and 
SCRAMBLED ON BOARD. 

The crew of the bark gave a cheer, and we 
rushed over to the other side of the deck and 
drew our revolvers, and presented them at the 
heads of seven men in the police-boat. The 
steamer Georgette was commissioned by the 
Government officials to follow us, The bark 
could not go to sea that night as the wind was 
dead ahead. The next morning the Georgette 
bore down us and demanded that the Captain 
of the Catapala give up the prisoners, which the 
latter refused, and the Georgette sailed for the 
shore. 

Four thousand dollars have been raised here 
for the relief of the prisoners. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
London Times, Aug. 5. 

The Australian mail has brought a full ac- 
count of the escape of Fenian prisoners from 
Freemantie, Western Australia on Easter Mon- 
day. It is stated that— 

Mr. Collins, described as an affable, gentlemanly 
man, of fair complexion, and with an English ac- 
cent, arrived in Albany in November last, per 
steamer from Melbourne, and came to Freemantle 


per Georgette as a. first-class passenger. By the 
same maila man named Johnson. who possesses 


the characteristics of a thorough-going Yankee, ar- 


rived as a second-class enger. Neither of these 
persons appeared to know each other. Collins 
stayed at the Emerald Isle Hotel, Freemantle, 
where a stranger named Jones was also stopping, 
who seemed in no manner to be connected with 
Collins. A man named Taylor also appears to have 
been one of the party. Johnson occupied part of 
his time by working at his trade at a Perth 
carriage building factory. Once a week, 
and six or seven times during the fort- 
night prior to the escape. Johnson hired 
Mr. Summer's wagonette, always paying for it the 
customary charge. On Good Friday be drove out, 
returning the same evening, and on the following 
day again drove off, never to return. A similar 
arrangement was made by Collins with Mr. Albert 
of Freemantle, of whom he hired a carriage and 
pair. The men who have escaped are Michael Har- 
rington, James Wilson, Martin Hogan, Thomas 
Hassett, Thomas Darragh, and Robert Cranston. 
The first two were working on the morning of their 
escape (April 17) at the south jetty, with a party 
in charge of Warder Booler. 1 was painting 
at the Controller's quarters. Darragh—who was 
the Protestant Chaplain's orderly—and Hassett 
were gardening outside the prison; and 
Cranston, who was employed as messenger. 
appears to have had free access in and out of the 
Prison. On the morning in question the latter 
walked leisurely towards the south jetty, swinging 
¢ door-key on his finger, and asked the Warder to 
allow Harrington and Wilson to assist him in re- 
moving some furniture from the official marine 
residence on the Hampton Road. The Warder un- 
— 2 — allowed the mento go. Ihe Free- 
mantle Prison commands a very fine view of the 
town; and the three men there employed could 
easily watch the movements of Cranston und his 
two companions, and of the carriages which had 
preceded them along the Hampton Koad, and when 
all was safe. ata signal, the painter abandoned 
his brush, the gardeners dropped their spades, 
and, somewhere between the Old Cemetery aad 
the Piggery, took carriage and drove off to Rocking- 
ham, nt about 14 miles. That morning, Mr. 
W. Bell, a settler at Rockingham, observed a 
whaleboat, manned by six colored men and a white 
man of the Yankee type, coming alongside the ar- 
rah Timber Company's landing. He immediately 
suspected someto'ng wrong and watched. Pres- 
dutly he saw an outrider, followed by two carriazes 
full of men, six of whom wore the convict dress. 
dushing along at fall speed. They halted. and im- 
mediately made for the boat, into which they jumr- 
ed, and were pulled ont to sea. Bell's suspicions 
being aroused, he hastened to Freemantle 
es information to the po

coast. 


the absconders were on board; and to demand thetr 
surrengier. No force was to be used. but the men 
on board were to be kept under arms as a means of 
defense. On the following morning the Georgette 
sighted a bark under light sail steering south. In 
about two hours she was alongside, when the ves- 
sel turned out to be the Catalpa, of New Bedford, 
Capt. Anthony, whaier, flying the American flag. 
Thie vessel had cleared out from Bunbury on the 
28th of March. It was noticed that her larboard 
boat was missing, and in reply to questions 
put by Mr. Stone (the Superintendent of 
water police, who was in command of the 
steamer) the mate, after some hesitation, said 
the Captain was at Freemantle, that no boat had 
been seen with prisoners in her, and that be was 
awaiting the return of his Captain. Mr. Stone 
then asked: Can I board your ship and search!“ 
to which the mate coolly replied, ** Don't know, 
got no instructions. but guess you had better not. 
anyhow.” The Georgette being short of coal, Mr. 
Stone determined upon „ I once to Free - 
mantie, where she arrived about 5 o'clock. About 
noon the Catalpa was observed by those on board 
the police-boat to tack and stand to the north. The 
police-boat was then about two miles south. to the 
leeward of ber. She took a similar conse, and de- 
scried awhaleboat ahead to the lee She 
gave full chase and gained upon her, but her 
motions were observed by the Catalpa, 
which bore down under full sail, picked 
up the whaleboat, and stood away. The 
olice-boat,then passed the ship within 20 yards to 
eeward of her, and distinctly recognized the Fe- 
nians on board by their convict dress, and also Mr. 
Collins. Neither of the boats hailed each other. 
and the police-boat returned to Freemantle, leav- 
ing the,Catalpa steering south. The Georgette, 
having ‘been supplied with coal. was again dis- 
patched by the Government in pursuit, and early 
next morning sighted the Catalpa bearing 8. 8. 
under sail. On nearing her the steamer fired a gun 
under the vessel's stern, when she instantly hoisted 
the American flag, but took no further notice of 
the fring. Both veasels coming within hailing 
distance, Mr. Superintendent Stone, addressing 
the Captain of the Catalpa, demanded the six es- 
caped convicts on board his ship. Capt. Anthony 
replied that he had no convicts in his vessel, nor 
would he allow the police to board her. The Su- 
perintendent then said. If you do not 
give them up I will fire into you and sink or disable 
you.’ The Captain, nothing daunted. retorted, 
‘I don't care what you do: I am on the high seas, 
and that flag (pointing te the stars and stripes) pro- 
tects me.’ After some further paricy, the steamer 
returned to Freemantle. During the whole of her 
cruise after the Catalpa the men were on board 
under arme, on the defensive, but Mr. Stone's 
orders were to threaten as much as be liked, but 
not to use any violence. 

The Perth Inquirer says: 

It seems humiliating that a Yankee, with half a 
dozen colored men, should be able to come into 
our waters and carry off six of the most deter- 
mined of the Fenian convicta, all the unreleased 
military prisoners, and then laugh at us for allow- 
ing them to be taken away without an effort to 
secure them. But international law must be ob- 
served, and doubtless the Home Government will 
seek and obtain redress for this ontrage. It is evi- 
dent that Collins came to this Colony with ample 
means as the agent of the American Fenian Bro- 
therhood, and that Jones, Johnson, and Taylor 
were co-workers in furthering the escape of the 

risoners. Immediately the Catalpa arrived at 

unbury Collins proceeded there, and doubtless 
interviewed Captain Anthony, who shortly after- 
wards came to Freemantle under the plea of secur- 
ing fresn charts, but, in reality, to reconnoitre the 
The Western Australian Times states that 
it was discovered that the prisoners had absconded 
from the works at Freemantie as early as 
10 a. m., but it was supposed the men were 
concealed in some premises at Freemantle, 
and it .was not until half-past 1 p. m. that the 
rea! state of the case transpired, when Mr. Bell re- 
ported to the authorities that about 9 a.m. a 
whaleboat bad pat inat Rockingham, and about 
two hours afterwards a man on horseback, and 
about eight or ten others in three separate traps, 
arrived at the same spot from Freemantie. They 
all jumped into the boat and put out to sea. As 
they were pulling off Bell asked what was to be 
done with the horsesand tra He was told 
‘they might go to ——.’ The Catalpa was sighted 
off de Verde the following day, the 18th, and at 
p. m. the whaleboat with the absconders and oth 
ers was seen, in all about fourteen men. The po- 
lice- boat, which was cruising in the neighborhood, 
ran down towards the whaleboat, with 
the view of intercepting her, but the vessel 
also seeing the boat coming, bore down, and they 
both came together before the police-boat could get 
up. All hands in the boat climbed up the ship's 
side as quickly as possible, and the Catalpa imme- 
diately hoisted the American flag. The police- 
boat then hoisted the British flag. The police- 
boat ran up within about 50 yards of the vessel, 
and the Corporal in charge recognized nearly all 
the escaped convicts, some of them being at the 
time in their prison dress. They all immediately 
ran below, but came up armed, and stood in a line 
by the bul warks facing the police-boat. As there 
was apparently no chance of recovering the prison- 
ers from the vessel, the police-boat returned to 
Freemantle, and at 11 p. m. the Georgette, with the 
Superintendent of WaterPolice, Maj. Finnerty, and a 
party of pensioners and water-police, again went 
off in pursuit. On the following morning the 
Catalpa was sighted off Rottnest, and the Georgette 
got alongside of her ats p. m. Some of the abscond- 
ers were recognized, upon which they 1 
down and immediately ran out of sight. he 
Superintendent then demanded the prisoners, but 
the Captain refused to give them up, and when told 
he would have topatup with the consequences, 
he laughed and said.

OUR LATE DEFEATS. 

The defeat of the White Stockings at St. 
Louis Thursday is explained on the hypothesis 
that the Chicago boys failed signally to come up 
to their accustomed strength in batting. Their 
record for several games has shown a deprecia- 
tion in hard hitting, and Tuesday’s game, in 
which St. Louis got away with them to the tune 
of 6 to 8, oucht to have been sufficient to have 
prepared the Whites for the contest of Thurs- 
day. But, instead of improvement, they run 
down to even a lower standard on Thursday 
than on Tuesday, and the result was a score of 
8toablank. The absence of any brilliant or 
sparticularly intricate plays on the part of the 

t. Louis nine testifies to an equal absence of 
fine endeavor on the side of Chicago; and this 
is only explicable on the basis that a sort of 
spring-fever had fallen like amantleon the 
whole club, againsi which it was useless to 
struggle. 

But the defeats of the werk should not en- 
courage other organizations to a faith that the 
Chicagos are down for good. These streaks 
affect clubs as they affect men, and the necessity 
for renewed exertion will result in fresh en- 
deavors that will wipe out the mark of disaster 
that has set St. Louis crazy with delight. The 
composition of the Whites is such that afew 
reverses are necessary to bring out the reserve 
force of the Club, and in coming contests there 
will be a manifestation of recuperation that will 
carry them beyond the fame their best efforts in 
the past have ever won for them. 

There was one feature about Tuesday’s game 
that St. Louis will do well to look into in the 
future.- Though the Whites were well received 
when they arrived on the ground, the crowd ex- 
erted itself throughout to make all possible 
trouble for the visitors. Yells, and cat-calls, 
and shrieks of derision almost completely 
drowned the voice of Spalding, who was 
unable to coach his men trom the fact 
that he could not make himself heard. 
Not an opportunity was missed to con- 
fuse the boys, and there seemed to be 
a strong inclination to teach them to obey the 
mob rather than the dictates of common base- 
ball sense. It would not be proper perhaps to 
attribute the defeat to this disturbance, but it is 
yatent that such things must inevitably inter- 

ere with good playing, and common courtesy to 
visitors should suggest fairer treatment on the 
part of the St. Louis people hereafter.

ADMISSION OF CLANDESTINE ORGANIZATIONS. 

The Grand Master of New York, at the late 
meeting of the Grand Lodge, refers to an im- 
portant question as follows: 

Another question has been presented, not for 
immediate action, but for calm consideration. by 
the Grand Lodge of Ohio. At the annual com- 
munication of that body last October, a special 
committee reported favorably on à proposition to 
admit a number of confessedly clandestine organi- 
zations and to divide the jurisdiction of the State 
with such irregular bodies. The point of the 
whole matter 1s, that this is n proposition 
on the part of the Committee of the Grand Lodge 
of Ohio to abandon the American law of sole juris- 
diction, claimed by Grand Lodge on this conti- 
nent, and, if adopted, to open the whole 
of our territory to the incursions of 
sach organizations as may choose to invade 
it. and thus by destroying our authority at the 
same time to put an end to the peaceful and har- 
monious progress we have so long enjoyed. No 
action appears to be required at this time, because 
the Grand Lodge of Ohio has not definitely passed 
upon the report of its Committee, and it is to be 
hoped that when it does it will remain in full se- 
cord with the other American Grand Lodges and 
with the best interests of Masonry on this conti- 
nent. Meanwhile, I repeat, it should receive your 
careful attention, so that, if action should be taken 
in Ohio adverse to the general well being, your 
duty may be plain and your action prompt. 

ORIENTAL CONSISTORY. 

The Philadelphia Times of Thursday has the 
following account of the arrival of Oriental 
Consistory in that city:

raised in Kentucky for Mr. HeEnpricks, and 
10. 000 voters imported from thai State to aid in 
securing his election, and that po money had been 
raised outside of our own State for us, and no 
voters were sought to be bronght into it. 

Judge Binenam, of Columbus, O., the Chair- 
man of the Democratic State Central Com- 
mittee in 1868, openly admitted the truth of 
the statement made to Mr. Woottey. Here 
we have the point blank assertions of prom- 
inent Democratic politicians that $65,000 
were sent into Indiana to aid Henpnzickxs’ 
election, and that a portion of this money 
was used in importing 10,000 voters from 
Kentucky. Did Mr. Henpricxs object to it? 
Did he urge reform then? Does he expect 
that the American people are gulls to swal- 
low his pretensions of reform after such 


developments, which are not campaign sian- 


ders, but statements made by prominent 
Democrats ? 
A SCHOOL-LESSON. 
There is, no doubt, a lesson to be learned 
about our public schools from the recent 


tragedy in this city; but it is not the one 


which was sought to be taught by the Rev. 
Mr. Parxuvurst, in his sermon last Sunday. 
The difficulty with that discourse was, that it 
plified precisely where amplification was 
, and was lamentably brief where 
a good body of evidence would have been 
most appropriate. He was minute in his 
description of the particulars of the fatal 
renconter, told all that was said and done by 
everybody who was a party to the affair, or 
who walked past, or who had talked with 
those who were there. He also enlarged 
upon the general character and past proceed- 
ings of the Roman Catholic Church, and its 
designs upon the United States. He had 
discovered that the Romanists maintained 
that they held the Apostolic Christianity, 
and that they meant to bring over 
the American people, if they could, to the 
same view,—a fact about which it need only 
be said, in passing, that this is their right 
under the Federal Constitution, and that the 
Methodists, Baptists, Presbyterians, and 
Episcopalians are in the same happy and 
determined state of mind, and are yearly 
publishing statistics to show the degree of 
their progress. But where Mr. Parxuvurst 
was unfortunately sparing of words was in 
adducing proof of his main point, to-wit: 
that the murder was inspired by the Romish 
faith of Mrs. SuzLrvax, who, with her hus- 
band, resented an attack on her as an attack 
on the Church of Rome. After carefully 
scanning all that he said, we find several 
repetitions of I believe,” and the state- 
ment that Mrs. Sunurvan “‘ from her youth 
was trained a thorough Romanist,” and has 
served Rome faithfully and well”; but we 
fail to discover a presentation of the least 
proof of a connection between her faith 
and the murder committed by her hus- 
band. All that is really advanced is, 
that Mr. Panznunsr has no doubt of the 
fact; that he thinks it is simply the culmina- 
tion of the conspiracy to put the Bible out 
of the public schools; and that “if you 
doubt that Rome is the inspiration of this 
wicked deed, pray tell me its cause.” This 
is lame enough, in so serious a matter, and 
serves only to show prejudice, and to stir bad 
feeling. 

But now let us come to the real lesson con- 
cerning our public schools which this sad 
crime suggests. Without impeaching any 
one’s religious faith, or attaching credit to 
the interpretation which Mr. Parxuvurst 
gives to the murder, it is yet evident that the 
management of the public schools furnished 
the occasion for the outbreak. The character 
and action of the Board of Education were 
under discussion when the private letter of 
Mr. Hanrorp was unwisely read, in which 
condemnatory allusion was made to the sup- 
posed agency of Mrs. Suritvan, in connec- 
tion with an alleged Ring” in the Board, 
which had operated, it was thought, in the 
interests of the Ronan Catholic Church, in 
excluding the Bible from the public schools 
of the city. The impeachment of Mrs. Sor 
LIVAN angered her husband, and the personal 
collision and the shooting were the result. 
Now, the references made before and since 
the affray to the Bible-in-school question 
show that irritated feeling abides, and leads 
to mutual recrimination. And this will al- 
ways be the case until a settled policy shall 
be adopted which shall forever rule out of 
public-school management religious ques- 
tions as extraneous topics. If one riding in 
a car unfortunately gets a cinder in his eye, 
he may as well understand that nothing will 
bring relief but its complete removal. He 
may wait an hour or two, in hope that the 
annoyance will cease. The annoyance will 
simply increase to an inflammation and a 
pain. He may carefully bind his band- 
kerchief about his eye to exclude the 
light, but he will still be conscious of 
the presence of the intruder, and one 
cannot always go with e handkerchief 
around his head. He may induce bis com- 
panion to press apart the lids and inspect 
the surface of the eye; and the report may 


be that nothing is there, except a very mi- | 
nute speck, which no healthy eye ought to | 
mind, and which is really a needed stimulus | 


to the watery secretions; but the report and 
the theory will not cause the aching to cease. 
Precisely one thing will give permanent re- 
lief,—remove the irritating object, which has 
no proper place in the human eye, whatever 
value it may possess elsewhere. 


Religious questions are necessarily an irzi- 


tating in connection with the pub- 
lic schools of a mixed community. We must 
legislate in view of facts as they are, and not 
as they were, or as we would have them be. 
The time was, in New England, when the 
population was homogeneous as to race and 
religious belief; and then no one felt ag- 
grieved, although the Bible was not only 
read, but was explained, in the common 
schools, and the Calvinistic Shorter Cate- 
chism of the Westminster Assembly 
was repeated by the children at the regu- 
lar visits of the parish minister. Resurrect 
one of the citizens of that day, and he would 
be astounded at the impiety of schools which 
only read a few verses of Scripture without 
a word of explanation, and with no catechism 
for doctrinal instruction! Nothing like that 
ancient arrangement, in which all at the time 
acquiesced, could now exist,—a fact which 
no one is foolish enough to dispute. Possi- 
bly there may come in the future a millen- 
nial age when unity of religious belief shall 
be restored, and the Christian faith shall be 
taught by common consent in the public 
schools. But at present sucha diversity of 
view prevails between Protestant and Ko- 
manist, between Christian and Jew, liberal 
and skeptic, that no religious teaching or ex- 
ercises can be introduced into schools for 
which all are taxed, and to which all send 
children, without interfering with some one's 
rights of conscience. In such altered cir- 
cumstances it is no compromise of principle, 
or evil concession to Romanism and infi- 
delity, to consent that the schools shall be 
made 8 purely secular. 

Iniy thus can there be co-operation with- 
out incessant irritation and strife. If the 
Protestants insist that their version of the 
Scriptures shall be read as a religious exer- 
cise of the schools, claiming it as a right, 
then there will be continual agitation, how- 
ever the decision may temporarily go, in this 
or that locality. If the Bible is retained on 
that ground, the Romanists, the Jews, and 
the Rationalists, backed by the liberal por- 
tion of the Protestants, will not cease to de- 
mand its exclusion, - not necessarily from any 
opposition to it as a religious book for pri- 
vate reading and for church use, but from 
a constitutional principle of opposition to 
religious teaching by the State. Of course, 
the exclusion will be followed by indignant 
remonstrance from the other side, as if in- 
sult had been heaped on the Bible (a per- 
fectly gratuitous and most unwise assump- 
tion), and measures will be set on foot to 
secure its restoration. The Bible will thus 
be a shuttlecock between two battledoors ; 
only it will not be a pleasant game in prog- 
ress between friends, but in reality a battle 
of embittered foes, and in the hard counter 
strokes the sufferer will be the unfortunate 
shuttlecock! How can there be an end to 
the controversy and the resultant bitterness ? 

We see only one way. Discussion and sad 
experience will convince the great majority,ere 
long, that either we must surrender our pub- 
bic-school system or we must secularize it. 
This latter course must then be urged and 
accepted, not as a verdict against the Scrip- 
tures, in any possible sense, but only as the 
declaration of the obvious fact that a mixed 
community has such different religious con- 
victions that it is rendered necessary, to re- 
lieve the State of all responsibility of judg- 
ment and action in that matter, and to re- 
wand it wholly to the spheres of private life 
and ecclesiastical operations. Then we shall 
have peace, and secular schools will be sup- 
ported by public tax for the benefit of al! 


ious schools will be set up for daily and Sun- 
day use by individuals and by churches as 
they may see the occasion to exist.

—— 


I. C. KERR. 

The Hon. M. C. Kerr, Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, died at Alum 
Springs, Va., at an early hour last evening. 
MicnakL C. Kerr was comparatively a new 
man in American politics. His public life 
has not been a conspicuous one. He was 
born in Titusville, Penn., March 15, 1827, 
and he was something over 49 years of age. 
He had an ordinary school education, greatly 
amplified by subsequent study. Was ad- 
mitted to the Bar in Kentucky, and settled in 
New Albany, Ind. His first official life was 
a two-years’ term in the Indiana Legislature, 
beginning in 1856. During the War he 
served as Reporter of the Supreme Court of 
the State, being appointed to fill a vacancy. 
It was not until 1864 that he was heard of 
in national politics, when he was elected to 
Congress, his term beginning in 1865. He 
was elected again in 1866, 1868, and 1870. 
In 1872 he was nominated as candidate for 
Congressman-at Large, and was beaten by 
less than 200 votes by the Hon. G. S. Onrn, 
late Minister to the Court of Vienna. 
During the later years of bis serv- 
ice he served on the Committee of 
Ways and Means. In 1874 he was 
nominated for Congress by the Democrats 
of his district. The State Democratic Con- 
vention adopted a platform demanding 
the payment of the national debt 
in greenbacks, and in favor of an 
increased issue of greenbacks. Mr. Kerr 
disclaimed all responsibility for the platform, 
and avowed his purpose to vote for specie 
payments and hard money, and against in- 
fiation. The District was a Democratic one, 
and the Grangers, and the inflation Demo- 
crats, and the Republicans united in support 
of a Democrat in opposition to Kerr. Dur- 
ing the long campaign Kerr refused to sur- 
render his hard-money principles, and was 
elected. His brilliant conduct in this cam- 
paign, his ability, and especially his courage 
in opposing all paper-money schemes, gave 
him a national reputatien. He had, however, 
during his service in Congress, won an hon- 
orable standing for personal integrity and 
personal purity. At the meeting of the pres- 
ent Congress, notwithstanding the inflation- 
ists were in a majority of his party, he was 
nominated and elected Speaker. In no in- 
stance was the force of a high and honorable 
reputation for personal integrity more con- 
spicuously shown. It enabled him to tri- 
umph over the adverse politics of his own 
party. Hardly had he been elected before 
he was prostrated with ilJness. At times he 
has apparently regained a portion of his 
strength, but his service as Speaker has been 
only at intervals. He has enjoyed the per-

THE MONTENEGRIN CAMPAIGN. 
It is now morally certain that unless the 


Great Powers interpose, the Turco-Servian 
war must result in disaster to the Christians. 
The clouds hang heavily abont them; but in 
all this gloom and hopelessness the courage 
and prowess of the Montenegrins shine out 
with more than ordinary splendor. Had the 
Servians with their large army fought with 
half the courage and skill of the Montene- 
grins with their comparative handful of men, 
the war would have ended before this time 
in a Sclavonic triumph. The information 
furnished from official sources is now suffi- 
ciently intelligible and reliable to show the 
results which have been achieved by these 
hardy mountaineers in their campaign against 
the Turks. The ultimate design of Prince 
Nrgita was to effect a junction with the Ser- 
vian corps upon the northeast frontier, along 
the Drina. To do this, however, he must 
fight the strong Turkish army under Muxa- 
Tak Pasua, which occupied Mostar. He 
might have passed around Mostar or pushed 
on to Novi-Bazar, but this would have ex- 
posed his own territory to the merci- 
less ravages and fiendish cruelties of 
the Turks, who would have overrun 
it without hindrance and speedily depopu- 
lated it. This Turkish army lay in his way, 
and before he could help the Servians he 
must fight it. His army moved very slowly 
towards Mostar, and Muxurar Pasa, im- 
patient at the delay, moved on the 27th of 
July to meet the Montenegrins, and that 
night entered Bilek, 40 miles to the south- 
east of Mostar. The next morning, after 
a three hours’ march, he attacked the Mon- 
tenegrins at Urbitza, and, after a fight of an 
hour and a half, was driven back in disorder 
to Bilek, after having lost five guns, a great 
quantity of provisions and ammunition, and 
between 5,000 and 6,000 men, nine battalions 
having been literally decimated. It appears 
that it was Moxutar Pasua’s intention to 
penetrate between the Montenegrins and 
their line of retreat, but, in trying to ac- 
complish this, he was virtually cut off from 
his own line of retreat and hemmed in 
among ravines, precisely as Croox’s troops 
were caught by the Sioux at Rose- 
bud Creek. From the sides of these 
ravines the Montenegrins assailed the 
Turks with comparative immunity to them- 
selves, their entire loss being only about 300 
men. The next day the Montenegrins ad- 
vanced towards Bilek and menaced the 
Turks with blockade, fearing which they 
withdrew and fell back behind the strong 


fortifications at Trebinje to await reinforce- | 


ments. 
Since that time the Turkish army at 
Kuci under Meuremep Pasna, one of Mun 
TaR Pasna's Generals of Division and com- 
manding the First Corps, has met with a 
crushing defeat. This army, like the other 
was surrounded in the ravines on all sides. 
The battle lasted all last Monday and ended 
in a repulse which amountegl toa rout, the 
Turks losing 8,000 men and Marge quantity of 
arms and war material, and being pursued to 
Podgoritza, where they were protected by 
their artillery. The Montenegrins having no 
artillery, except a few light field-pieces, were 
evidently unable to follow up their advan- 
tage. 
Both these victories inflicted serious dam- 
age to the Turkish armies in Southern Bos- 
nia, and, had they been supported by victo- 


ries in Servia of a similar character, the | 


power of the Turks would have been broken 
by this time. The Montenegrin victories, 
however, come too late to affect the general 
result, as all of Central and Southern Servia 
is occupied by the Turks, and even Belgrade 
is menaced. The prowess of the Montene- 
grins is none the less admirable on this ac- 
count, and it is only to be regretted that 
such splendid fighting qualities as they have 
displayed should be expended to no purpose, 
owing to the inefficiency or misfortune of 
their allies. 


THE PROGRESS OF THE STONE JOB. 

The Building Committees of the Board of 
County Commissioners, the week before last, 
reached a decision to adopt Lemont lime- 
stone for the Court-House, and to accept 
Waxxer’s bid. The three Lemont limestone 
bids pending were: WaLxerR, $695,000; 
Mert, $540,000; Fannine, $535,000. 
The action of the Committee evoked such a 
storm of popular indignation that no report 
was made to the Board, and all last week 
was devoted to another wrestle with the sub- 
ject, and on Friday, by the same vote, 
given by the same men who had pre- 
viously indorsed WaLxxn's bid, they adopted 
McNeru's bid. This was a concession 
of $150,000. It is proper, however, 
to understand that McNerxu’s bid is really a 
second bid of WALKER. He offered the stone 
in one bid at 87 cents per cubic foot, and 
in the McNerrt bid the stone is put at 65 
cents,—a falling off of 22 cents per cubic 
foot. Mr. Fannine, whose bid was still 
lower, was whistled out of consideration, 
the Commissioners threatening to have him 
indicted by the next Grand Jury, 
they having the selection of both stone- 
contractors and the Grand Jury. As the 
case stands at present, WALKER and McNeriu 
are to have the contract. In Fanntno’s 
bid there was an offer that the price should 
be reduced $28,000 if the columns, pilasters, 
steps, etc., should be of granite. In the bid 
adopted by the Committee there is no such 
reduction offered. In the one contingency 
Fannino’s bid is $5,000 and in the other 
$33,000 less than the one adopted. 

We illustrated the other day the ut- 
ter absurdity of the whole business of 
bidding for contracts with Cook County.

Warxer 
and his associates have reduced the price of 
the stone as laid 25 per cent, and, taking

$540.000. Add 84 per cent for extras, as in 
the Hanus contract, because of changes, 
and his bill will amount to $993,000, or over 


8300, 000 more than his original offer. In- 


deed, Mr. Watxxzr could well have afforded 
to take off another $100,000. 

But that the possession of the contract is 
the grand end to be secured, no matter at 
what price it may be let, will be readily un- 
derstood when it is remembered that the 
county contract is merely for one-half the 
building. The city cannot build, and will 


not be able to do so for some years. Who- 


ever gets the contract for the stone for the 
county half of the building must of necessi- 
ty get the contract for the city’s part 
of the building. The stone must be 
of the same quality, color, and texture; 
and this can only be obtained, it is claimed, 
by taking the whole from the same quarry. 
Mr. Waker, by securing the stone for the 
first half of the building, will have an abso- 
lute corner on the stone for the other half. 
Holding the one quarry, he can demand of 
the city whatever price per foot for the stone 
that he may demand. The city will be at 
his mercy. Where he is now content totake 
65 cents per cubic foot, he may then demand 
$2, and there will be no second shop,—no 
other quarry,—and it will be impossible to 
use any other stone. In getting the contract 
for the stone for the county half of the 
building, Waker secures beyond all perad- 
venture the necessity fer using his stone and 
from his quarry for the other half of the 
building. This franchise is alone worth to 
the contractor $100,000 cash. 

Herein is one of the disadvantages of erect- 
ing a building part at one time and part at 
another, the ownership to be divided. If 
hereafter, when the city is ready to build, 
WaLkER shall demand $2 per cubic foot for 
his stone, the city will have no alternative 
but to submit, or build the west half of the 
building of stone of another color, and per- 
haps otherwise dissimilar. The fact is, the 
plans and materials of the whole building 
should be determined upon at the same time, 
and the whole building should be erected at 
the same time. 

The whole Board of County Commission- 
ers have to act upon this recommendation of 
the Committee. It only requires 8 votes to 
carry this McNerii-Waxer job. Five mem- 
bers of the Committee, viz.: Crzary, Car- 
ROLL, Conty, McCarrrey, and Jounson have 
expressed their opinions, and the other 3 
votes are to be had from Messrs. Horpxx, 
Ayars, MorLor, Tasor, and Hertixne. The 
other five members are on record against the 
swindle. Which of these five members we 
have named are prepared to challenge and 
defy public sentiment by givingtheir approv- 
al to such an iniquitous and self-evident 
job? 


BISHOP PURCELL AND THE SCHOOLS. 

The Catholic Telegraph, printed in Cincin- 
nati, publishes a deliverance from Arch- 
biscop PUxckLL, which we copy elsewhere, 
defining the attitude of the Catholic Church 
in reference to the public-school system of 
the United States. With much, the good 
Bishop says, there is nothing to object; the 
tone of the letter is fair and conciliatory. 
There is only one passage that seems to re- 
quire any comment. It is this: 

No doubt justice and equality would entitle the 
Catholic people of this country to exemption from 
taxation for the support of other schools, or toa 
share of the public-school funds in proportion to 
the number of pupils in the schools, but even this 
claim we are disposed to waive in your favor. 

We cannot but regard the manner of ex- 
pression adopted by the Archbishop as sig- 
nificant. ‘* We,” he says,—by which he evi- 
dently means the Catholics,—‘“‘ waive this claim 
d. e., to a division of the school moneys] in 
your favor.” In whose favor? In favor of 
the American people and their support of a 
free and non-sectarian system of schools? 
Are we to infer that Archbishop Pynczt. 
draws a line of demarcation between Ameri- 
cans asa class and the Roman Catholics as 
aclass? Does he mean to, convey the idea 
that the interests of the Roman Catholic 
Church are naturally separate, distinct, and 
independent from the interests of the people 
of this country? Does he mean that the mem- 
bers of the Roman Catholic Church owe 
an allegiance to their Church which is at 
least independent of, and perhaps superior and 
antagonistic to, the allegiance they owe the 
American Government? It is only upon 
some such theory that many persons can ac- 
count for his deliberate separation of Catho-. 
lic citizens, speaking of them as we, from 
the general American public, whom he ad- 
dresses as ‘“‘you:” It is an unfortunate and 
dangerous classification ; it is too much like 
the position assumed by Ben HL in Con- 
gress when speaking in behalf of the ex- 
Confederates and justifying the horrors of 
Andersonville, during all of which he con- 
stantly spoke of we and you,“ thus 
separating the people of the South from 
the people of the North. It is 
not any wiser for Archbishop Pvurce.. 
to establish a sectarian distinction between 
the Roman Catholics on the one hand and 
the American people on the other than it 
was for Ben HNL to maintain the sectional 
distinction between the Confederates and 
the people of this nation. 

It is difficult to believe that Archbishop 
PusckLL's concession is very sincere, so long 
as he believes that justice and equality 
entitle the Catholic people of this country to 
exemption from taxation for the support of 
other schools [that is, the American free 
schools], or toa share of the public-school 
funds in proportion to the number of pupils 
in the schools.” If it isthe sentiment of the 
Catholics of this country that they are entitled 
to this by reason of justice and equality,“ 
then there is no question but they will 
assert their claim whenever they feel strong 
enough to enforce its recognition. No peo- 
ply, with both might and right on their side, 
ever yield to weaker antagonism which they 
believe to be in the wrong. To do so would 
exceed the capabilities of human generosity. 
Properly interpreted, therefore, the declara- 
tion of Archbishop PounczLi seems to mean 
that the Catholics waive their claim for the 
present, in order to avoid a controversy in 
which they might prove to be the weaker 
party; and that they will bide their time, 
waiting for an opportunity to insist upon 
what they claim asa right. 

But what considerations of justice and 
equality” warrant the Catholics in setting up 
a claim to part of the school funds for 
their dogmatic schools? Have the Method- 
ists, who are a very powerful body, claimed 
any share of the funds to maintain their dog- 
matic schools? Has any ‘portion of the 
school fund in any part of the country been 
set aside to support Episcopal, Baptist, Lu- 
theran, or Presbyterian schools? Are the Jews 
released from their proportion of taxation for 
school purposes in order that they may be 
free to establish their own dogmatic schools ? 
Can Archbishop PuncxlL cite any particular 
sect or denomination that has been endowed 
with special exemption, or been given a part 
of the school fund for sectarian and dogmat- 
ic uses? If not, then how is it that “ justice 
and equality ” entitle the Catholics to a priv- 


ilege not enjoyed by any other sect? He | 


begs the whole question. It is only 
upon the assumption, indicated by his 
use of we and “you,” that the 
Roman Catholics in America form a distinet

and independent nation, that they can prop- 


erly claim an exemption from taxation for 


public education which all other inhabitants 
of the United States have to pay in proper 
proportions. 

While it is evident that Archbishop Pur- 
CELL’s purpose was to allay public apprehen- 
sion in regard to the intentions of the Roman 
Catholic Church upon the public-school sys- 
tem, we cannot but think that he has fur- 
nished additional reason why the Constitu- 
tional Amendment prohibiting a division of 
the school moneys (which Archbishop Pur- 
CELL claims as a right of the Catholic Church) 
should -be submitted by Congress to the 
States and adopted at as early a moment as 


possible.

THE STENCH NUISANCE. 

It is strange that Dr. McVicxar should 
think it necessary to organize Smelling Com- 
mittees to nose out a theory of the South 
Side stenches which are visited upon the 
most desirable residence portion of the city 
of hot nights, when the facts were ascer- 
tained years ago. It is stranger still that 
gentlemen of scientific pretensions should be 
misled by mere local smells of ponds and 
gutters, which they find under their nose 
when they reach Bridgeport, and conclude 
that they have discovered the origin of the 
awful stenches which fill the air in the 
garbage, and filth, and animal refuse which 
they see lying around the Stock-Yards, and 
in the gutters and sloughs of Bridge- 
port. The smells that come from this 
stuff do not waft beyond a block 
or two, are always confined to the neighbor- 
hood which tolerates them, and rarely trouble 
anybody, for the reason that the neighbor- 
hoods are inhabited by people who have 
grown accustomed to them, or at any rate 
would rather endure them than take the 
trouble to make any other disposition of the 
garbage and offal. But these are not the 
smells which infect the residence portion of 
the South Division east of State street, and 
are carried for miles in the direction of the 
wind. If they were, the nuisance would be 
continuous and the smells would be as pal- 
pable in the daytime as at night. But 
the fact is—and everybody living in 
the southern part of the city knows it—that 
the insufferable stink which is the real 
object of complaint is noticed only in the 
evenings and nights, comes suddenly and 
in amass like a cloud, and is almost thick 
enough to cut with a knife. If an attempt 
is made to follow it up the strata will be ex- 
hausted long before the place where it orig- 
inated is reached, and the establishment 
which sent it forth may be found apparently 
clean and pure. 

Between the years 1871 and 1873 these 
stenches were thoroughly investigated, their 
cause absolutely proved, a remedy dis- 
covered, and for a time they were 
prevented by a vigilant enforcement of 
the remedy. But since then the vigil- 
ance has been abandoned, and even the 
philosophy of the smells seems to have been 
forgotten. They are simply the gases gen- 
erated by the rendering establishments of 
Bridgeport and the Stock-Yards, and set free 
at nights so as to avoid discovery. They have 
no connection whatever with the local gutter 
and garbage smells, or Healey sloughs and 
Ogden slips, discovered by the Committee 
who have been recently engaged in investi- 
gating the subject ; and the conduit which is 
talked of, though it might cost a million of 
dollars, would not one whit abate the nui- 
sance or diminish the particular stinks which 
furnish the principal cause of complaint. Dr. 
McVickar will serve the general public bet- 
ter, therefore, by turning back two or three 


years, and recalling the results of the 


investigation at that time. If, then, he car 
secure the active co-operation of the Mayor 
and police, the remedies then ascertained 
may be applied with relief until a better one 
shall be discovered. 

Each of the thirty or forty rendering es- 
tablishments in Bridgeport has one or more 
large boilers from 6 to 8 feet in diameter, and 
from 20 to 25 feet long, which stand up- 
right. The animal and carrion refuse gath- 
ered from the adjoining slaughter-house, and 
consisting of the entrails, trimmings, and 
every part of the slaughtered animals that 
contains fatty substance, is emptied into 
these boilers from the top. Steam at a high 
temperature is introduced into the boilers, 
and begins its work of separating the gases 
from the fat. Then it becomes necessary to 
get rid of the gases. The easiest, quickest, 
and cheapest way, —and, therefore, 
the way generally adopted, —is to let 
them escape through a valve into a pipe, 
thence into a chimney, and sointo the at- 
mosphere at considerable elevation above the 
ground. The gases, being hot when they es- 
cape, rise readily, and are emitted into the 
air without any disagreeable effect in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the establishments 
which make them. They cool and condense 
after they are freed, and, blown away like 
smoke, they settle down in s noxious mass 
at a distance of half a mile, more or less, 
from where they start, and are then 
carried in the directiog, of the 
prevailing wind. This is the whole 
story. Now as to the remedy. It 
was found that these gases could be cooled. 
condensed, and run off through cold water. 
By discharging them into a tank in which a 
large stream of water is poured, in order to 
counteract the heat of the gases, the latter 
are transformed into a sort of liquid which 
may be carried off with the water the same 
as any other sewage, and without allowing 
any of the stench to escape. The Turners 
also claim that they have in active operation 
at their establishment another means for dis- 
posing of these gases and utilizing them. By 
this process the gases are passed through 
charcoal and other purifying mediums into a 
retort, and are then in a condition to be 
burned either for illuminating or heating 
purposes. The practical working of this 
process would be superior to the water proc- 
ess, as the gases would be entirely consumed 
and made useful. 

But the owners and managers of the ren- 
dering establishments can only be compelled 
to apply these remedies by constant watch- 
ing and a strict enforcement of the penalty 
for the nuisance which they otherwise com- 
mit. The men who work in this business 
become indurated with the stinks in which 
they live, and their mental and moral nattires 
seem to grow as hard and dead as the olfac- 
tory nerves. The machinery necessary to 
tbe process of condensation or purification 
costs something; the water or charcoal they 
may have to use costsa little something 
more; and the process itself costs a certain 


degree of trouble and labor which they 


will always avoid as long as they are per- 


mitted to do so. But

THE CITY GAS-SUPPLY. 

It begins to look as if the people of Chi. 
cago, in their corporate capacity, may be 
able to coerce fair treatment from the gas 
companies. If this great triumph shall be 
accomplished, it will be because the present 
Mayor and the majority in the present Coun, 
cil have gone at the matter with the single 
and honest purpose of compelling a recog. 
nition of the rights of the public. There ig 
little doubt that, in most of the previous 
discussions of the gas extogtion during the 
past two or three years, the persons profess. 
ing to represent the public were really repe 
resenting themselves, and that they derived 
the only benefits that accrued from the agi. 
tation of the subject, while the public wag 
fleeced still more to pay for the blackmail, 
The gas companies seem to comprehend at 
last that they have now a different set of 
men to deal with, and that they cannot 
wheedle or purchase the privilege of get. 
ting $700,000 per annum out of the 
tax-payers for lighting the streets of this 
city. Still the hope of a concession on their 
part may be delusive. They may be feigning 
a disposition to acquiesce only to gain time and 
seek some new device for maintaining their 
advantage. The conduct of the gas com. 
panies in the past in dealing with the corpo 
ration has not been of a character to inspire 
much confidence in their good intentions. 

It is evident that the only safe way for the 
Council to proceed is upon the reputation 
the gas companies have made for themselves 
in former dealings. The Committee, then, 
should not hesitate, at the very next meeting 
of the Council, to introduce the following 
resolution, which it is understood they have 
prepared : 

Resolved, That the gas companies now supply- 
ing the city with gas be, and they are hereby, ro- 
quested to reduce the price of gas which they are 
now furnishing the city tothe sum of $1.50 per 
1,000 cubic feet, with a 3-foot burner, the same to 
commence and take effect from and after the lst 
day of September, 1876, and, unless this request 
is complied with, that then the existing contracts 
shall be abrogated and the Mayor and Comptrolier 
shall be, and they are hereby, directed to advertise 
for bids to light the city with Whale oil, petroleum, 
or any other illuminating agency, the said bids to 
be submitted to this Council; and the said Council 
shall then determine how and in what manner the 
streets and pubiic buildings shall be lighted, and 
after the same shall be determined, then the con- 
tract shall be let to the lowest bidder, upon such 
terms and under such restrictions as may be agreed 
upon in accordance with law. 

This resolution, adopted by a large vote in 
the Council, will bring matters to a crisis. 
It will compel the two gas companies to indi- 
cate promptly and decisively just what they 
are willing to do. The resolution unques- 
tionably reflects the sentiment of nine out of 
every ten men-who pay taxes. We may much 
better submit to inconvenience for a time 
than confess ourselves-at the mercy of a 
couple of corporations that have grown rich 
and overbearing from the substance of the 
people of Chicago. If the managers of these 
companies were intelligent men, and not 
blinded by the greed they have developed 
in the years they have had everything their 
own way, they will recognize the fact that 
the people will no longer submit to their ex- 
tortions, and that they have now men in 
office who will insist upon their rights. In 
such case they will quietly acquiesce in the 
adjustment of three-feet burners on the 
lamp-posts, and make out their bills at the 
rate of $1.50 per 1,000 feet, at which there 
is little question but they cau mekew tak 
profit on the capital actually invested in their 
business. If, on the contrary, they continue 
unreasonable and grasping, the city should 
try lighting the streets with oil; and we 
think that the occasion will soon lead to ap- 
plying the principle of the “‘ student’s lamp” 
to the street-posts in such a way as to give 
fully as good a light as we now have ata cost 
not exceeding one-third that which the city 
has been paying for the last year or two. 

If the gas companies acquiesce in this 
proposition, we think Ald. Taompson’s sug- 
gestion regarding the manner of making out 
the bills to be a good one. The city should 
pay for an amount of gas consumed at each 
lamp estimated by the capacity of the three- 
feet burners, lighted and extinguishing ac- 
cording to the time-table adopted, and for no 
more. This will put an effectual stop to the 
running up of bills at the rate of 5 feet at 
certain lamps when the city only desires 3 
feet. The gas companies can have test- 
meters of their own to see that 
the gas consumed is not more than 
3 feet, and the city can have test-meters of 
its own to see that it gets what it pays for, 
so that there is no reason why the arrange- 
ment should not be fair and satisfactory for 
both parties In the meantime, however, 
there is every reason why the City Council 
should refuse to hold off any longer for the 
gas companies. The passage of the above 
resolution will be an explicit notice to the 
gas companies of just what the city is will- 
ing to do, and they will then be compelled 
to decide definitely whether they will accept 
the ultimatum or not. That is all the people 
want to know for the present. 


The advance in the price of silver com 
tinues. Under the panic caused by the ap 
prehension of large exportations from th¢ 
United States and a general demonetization, 
the price fell to 469 pence in England per 
ounce. This, however, was only temporary. 
The price during the last week advanced to 
53$ pence per ounce. This makes the old 
American dollar, if we had such dollars, equal 
to 90 cents per cunce in gold as builion. It 
is remarkable that, while silver has been 
down, there have been but trifling, if any, ex- 
ports of the metal from the United States. 
The quotations in London were for 
the most part nominal, the sales 
being exceptional The authority to coin 
$50,000,000 of subsidiary coin in the United 
States has opened a market here for that 
amount. The delay and difficulty in execut- 
ing the German scheme of demonetization 
has removed much of the panicky feeling 
which existed, and the agitation of the re- 
monetization of silver in this country has 
had a tendency to give firmness to the mar- 
ket. It is more than possible that the price 
of silver will continue to advance slowly but 
steadily, until it will resume its general 
relative value with gold. In the meantime, 
the general remonetization of silver in the 
United States would greatly hasten its in- 
crease, and give a permanency to that im

THE THOMAS ORCHESTRA 


That portion of the musical public which ap- 
ciate the best music will be glad to learn 
from an article in the New York Tribune, printed 
elsewhere, that there is every prospect that Mr. 
THEODORE THOMAS will be €nabled to reorgan- 
ize his orchestra and resume his place at the 
conductor’s desk during the coming fall and 
winter season. It would be a thousand pities 
that such an incomparable organization of 
musicians, drilled, disciplined, and seasoned by 
Jong years of practice together, should be sud- 
denly disrupted, with no possibility that any 
other man could gather them together. There 
js no leader in this country who possesses 
the executive ability and the musical intel- 
ligence to direct such an orchestra 
except Mr. Tomas. There is no 
other leader of whom we have any knowledge 
who bas the courage to clevate the standard of 
music, and persevere in devoting this skilled 
talent to the production of the best in his art. 
‘It is, therefore, a matter for congratulation that 
his work is not to be a failure after all, and that 
be has wealthy, cultivated, and influential 
friends sufficient to step in and rescue the‘or- 


chestra from disintegration. It would have 
been a sad comment upon the musical 
taste of this country if it had failed 


to support this orchestra. It would have 
been tantamount to a confession that, while 
European countries can maintain several first- 
class ofehestras, the United States could not 
support one organization devoted to the pro- 
duction of the highest class of music, as well as 
of that which ranks as popular. | 

In his recent dismissal of his orchestra, Mr. 
Tuomas undoubtedly followed not only the true 
course, but a policy which was forced upon him. 
He organized his orchestra over ten years ago. 
No man can tell how hard he has labored with 
it, what hopes he has built up with regard to it, 
what obstacles he has had to meet and over- 
come. There is one obstacle, however, which 
no conductor can contend with unless he has 
an immense fortune to fall back upon (which is 
never the case), and that is want of support. 
Mr. Tuomas has worked these ten years hope- 
fully, industriously, courageously, but without 


remuneration adequate to the entertainment he 


has offered. A man in any other walk 
of life, conducting business for ten years with- 
out profit, would be compelled to seek some 
other occupation, or to go to the Poor-House. 
Mr. Tuomas could not be expected to do less. 
Art is long, but bread and butter is longer and 
a good deal stronger. He, therefore, very wise- 
ly assumed the position that if he continucd his 
leadership of the orchestra he must be guaran- 
teed against loss, and until such time 
he preferred to do something else. No pru- 
dent business man will question the good sense 
and prudence, not to speak of the necessity, of 
such a determination. 

There is but one criticism that we have seen 
made upon the step he has taken, and that has 
been made so often that it has become as 
monotonous as it is unjust. The following 
from a Philadelphia newspaper, perhaps, ex- 


_ presses this criticism in its most general form: 


It was very well for Mr. Tuomas to play such 
music as pleased him and the few who appreciate 


the kind of music he most loves; but it would 


have been more sensible and more politic if he 
had chosen such asthe masses of the people 
would have preferred.” The fallacy of this 
criticism lies in the fact that the Tuomas or- 
chestra was organized for the production of the 
higher forms of music. If the people want 
negro minustrelsy, the minstrel companies can 
furnish a better article of it than the 
Tuomas orchestra. If they Kant Yankee 


Doodle” and Old Dan Tucker,” they 
can have it to their hearts’ content 
from a thousand different sources. If they 


want waltzes, potpourris, medleys, and fan- 
tasies, there are orchestras in every city capable 
of producing them as well as they deserve to be 
produced. The rudiments of music are ex- 
cellently represented in every city, town, and 
village where there is a singing school or a 
normal institute. The music for the masses is 
cheap, and plentiful, and excellent everywhere. 
There is no room for Mr. Tuomas in this field. 
He could do no more and no better than thou- 
sands are doing already. But in hisown depart- 
ment of art he virtually stands alone. No one 
zan do so well as he. Is it not, therefore, 
the height of absurdity to growl at 
this organization of musicians, who have 
made a study of the higher form of 
music, with the view to its performance, be- 
cause they do not play the Three Blind Mice” 
and the Anvil Chorus,“ when these and kin- 
dred music can be heard anywhere and every- 
where at less expense and cqually well per- 
formed? The criticism is as unfair as it would 
be to abuse a great painter because he does aot 
paint daubs by the square yard for the auction- 
room because they are popular. If there is 
any room for criticism in the premises it should 
be applied to Mr. Tnouas' constituency of 
hearers, who profess to be admirers of the best 


- in music and then fail to support him. There 


are people enough in every city, and their num- 
ber is being constantly reinforced by those who 
have been educated in music, to give him a re- 
munerative support. He looks to them for 
that support. If he were looking to the masses 
for help, he would give the music of the masses. 


THE RUTHLESS TOXICODENDRON. 


It is about time for an enraged public to rise 
ap and repel this invasion of sacred rights and 
privileges. An insidious foe has penetrated the 
pleasure-grounds of the people, wickedly in- 
tent upon spreading desolation and pimples 
throughout the community. It is the ruthless 
Toxicodendron. Armed with its lurking glands 
of poison,—a poison said to be as baleful as that 
Once attributed to the Upas-tree of the Malay 
Islands,—it has contrived to steal into the most 


cherished of all the city parks under the false pre- 


tense of being a respectable, commonplace kind 
of a shrub, when, m fact, it was nothing 
more nor less than a vegetable desperado. 
By what specious promises or under what de- 
ceptive guise it induced the park workmen to 
remove it from its native swamp and transplant 
it along With the other and more decent bushes, 
will probably never be discovered without the 
most probing investigation. In such an aggra- 
rated case as this, of, course, all opinion should 
de suppressed until the law has taken its 
®urse; yet we can scarcely refrain from hazard- 
lig the conjecture that McCarrrey had a hand 
fa it,—certainly, if there was any money in the 


Without at this moment entering into a fur- 
ther examination of the means by which the 
ruthless Toxicodendron obtained an entrance 


into Lincoln Park, it may be well to consider

some of the frightful consequences resulting 
therefrom. To-day being Sunday, and recog- 
nized in Europe and America as the working- 
man’s holiday, there will be doubtless several 
thousand people who will go to the park for a 
breath of fresh air anda glimpse of green woods. 
Many of them will have read about the Toxico- 
dendron, and when they arrive there they will 
eye askance every plant that they sce growing 
above the clean-shaven lawns and commons, and 
they will go a long way around to avoid every 
clump of trees that could by any possibility 
serve as an ambuscade for the poisonous Rhus. 
What fears will harass the minds of 
tender maids who, with their Johns, and their 
Jameses, and their Augustuses, may seck some 
sequesterd nook where the vulgar throng can- 
not jeer at their love-making! How difficult, 
how nearly impossible, it will be to find such a 
desirable spot, without being confronted on ap- 
proaching it with the terrible shape of the ruth- 
less Toxicodendron! 

Suppose, on the other hand, that a young 
couple were seated convenicntly near to onc 
another on the shores of the miniature lake, anal, 
to the music of the rippling waves, were whis- 
pering such swect nothings as are usual on 
these occasions,—suppose that by and 
by he should muster up sufficient hardi- 
hood to put the one great question 
of life to her, plump;—suppose that 
she, not wishing to carry matters to extremes, 
should suddenly utter a pretty scream and ex- 
claim: “Oh! that horrid poisonous what-d'ye- 
call-it! Look! It’s right behind us.“ Would 
not this be a proper juncture for the exercise 
of profanity on the part of the discouraged 
youth? And should notashrub which can so 
vilely cause an interruption of a pleasant con- 
versation, to say nothing of the consequent im- 
moral peroration, be stamped and erushed out 
of its worthless existence? 

Then think of the thousands of other people 
who, with their wonted carelessness, will have 
passed over the paragraph containing a warning 
against the ruthless Toxicodendron. When 
mammas trundle their infantile offspring into the 
park, and gayly break off branches from plants 
or trees as playthings for their little darlings, 
the dangerous character of their depredation is 
doubly appalling. It is not the gray-coated po- 
liceman that they need fear, though they scan 
the neighborhood ever so furtively and exhibit 
the most conscious tokens of wrong-doing. The 
real enemy of whom they should beware is the 
ruthless Toxicodendron, who does not dismiss the 
offender with a stern word of reproval, but who 
nflicts a sure and a summary punishment, and, 
which is worse, not upon the offending party, but 
upon the innocent accessory. If somebody’s baby 
should, during the coming weck, break out in 
ugly pimples all over its blessed little arms 
then let the guilty parent remember her tres- 
pass against the regulations of Lincoln Park on 
the previous Sunday, and endure agonies of re- 
morse.. Lucky it is for her that the poison is 
not fatal, when properly treated. 

Yet, after all, there need not be so much fear 
of the Toxicodendron. It is not likely that 
more than two or three specimens exist in the 
park, and they are, if existing, confined to the 


lower end. The gardener, who ought to 
know his business, asserts his  disbe- 
lief of the whole story. He says that 


it was the Virginia creeper which poison- 
ed several persons recently, and states 
positively that he has removed every one of the 
vines. If that be so, then visitors to Lincoln 
Park may take courage. Mothers may destroy 
the trees and strip the bushes with impunity 
whenever the guard is not looking; lovers may 
continue their innocent courtship undisturbed 
by earthly fears and interruptions; children 
may romp about the walks and lawns; and the 
ruthless Toxicodendron will survive only as a 
myth, to be recalled to memory while telling 
storics on the doorsteps summer evenings, or 
while spending a Sunday holiday in Lincoln 
Park. 


The national wealth of France and the re- 
markable habits of thrift that characterize its 
people are in very remarkable contrast with the 
hard times prevailing everywhere else. While 
all the rest of the world is pinching and econo- 
mizing, France is recklessly and lavishly pitch- 
ing her milliards about as if they were pennies. 
The war indemnity amounted to five milliards, 


aud tue War cost nearly ten munards, and yet 


there are now two milliards of money in coin 
lying in the Bank of France. In our money the 
war indemnity was $1,000,000,000; the cost of 
the war, $2,000,000,000 ; and there are now in 
bank, $400,000,000. The recent city loan of 
Paris, amounting to $75,000,000, was taken at 
once, and more than thrice the amount was 
offered. The Paris correspondent of the 
Edinburg Scotsman writes that the French 
budget which is now under discussion 
exceeds £100,000,000, or over $500,000,000, and 
yet meets with no serious opposition, except in 
the matter of the War estimates, which the 
Budget Committee thinks should be slightly 
reduced. Tbe War estimates amount to $110,- 
000,000, which the Committee are seeking to re- 
duce about $4,000,000. The only criticism upon 
these extraordinary estimates comes from the 
Imperialists, who do not object to the estimate 
itself, but are inclined to improve the oppor- 
tunity of taunting the Republicans with the 
charge that their expenditure vastly exceeds 
that of the Empire, to which the Republicans 
retort that the increased expenditure is owing to 
the recklessness of the Empire, which increased 
the public burdens and lost all the tax-payers of 
Alsace and Lorraine. The wealth of the French 
people, especially after the exhausting drain 
produced by the Franco-German war, shows a 
most remarkable degree of thrift and absence 
of extravagance, which have not usually been 
considered characteristic of them. 


There is every reason to believe that the 
charges made against Dr. McVickak have been 
manufactured out of whole cloth, and were 
trumped up to satisfy resentment and revenge 
at his efforts to break up the old scavenger 
ring. The circumstances all lack confirmation 
of the stories which the scavengers teil. One 
point is particularly worthy of note. At the 
time when one scavenger says he agreed to pay 
Dr. McVickar $100 for a certain contract, the 
Doctor did not have the power to confer the 
contract upon him, being but one member of 
the Board; and, as soon as the Doctor became 
possessed of exclusive authority in the matter 
(that is, when the Board was abolished and he 
was made Commissioner of Health), he 
took immediate steps to take the work 
out of this person’s hands and place him ona 
footing with the other scavengers. Both these 
circumstances are in direct contradiction of the 
assertion that he had agreed to take money 
from the man who now charges it ‘upon him. 
As to the story of another scavenger, that he 
saw McVickKaR hand back a roll of money to 
Downey, saying he could not take money, but 
would accept DowneEyY’s horse, it is simply pre- 
posterous. Noone who has ever known Dr. Mc- 
VicKAR has denied him his full share of com- 
mon sense, and no sensible man would place 
himself in the power of a scavenger in this care- 
less way. The probability is that Dr. McVicKaR, 
in introducing reforms into the scavenger work, 
where, from all accounts, they were needed, en- 
countered a couple of conscienceless fellows, 
who took this means of breaking down his pur- 
pose. This is probably the view the Council 
Committee will take of the affair. 0

The ladies will be interested, though not 
pleased, to know that a combination has been 
formed to put up the price of silks. The reason 
of this is the partial failure of the production of 
the silk-worm during the last year. But there 
is one thing which the silk men must not ignore, 
and this is that silk is by no means a necessary 
and indispensable article; and, if those who have 
stocks on hand undertake to discount the short 
production, and realize unreasonable profits on 
the goods they now have, the consumption will 
be found to fall off in a larger degree than the 
temporary decline in the production. The 
use of silk in this country increased enor- 
mously during a few ycars, partly on account of 
the extravagant habits of the times and partly | 
because the amount of the production has made 
it cheap. But, as it becomes dearer, the tenden- 
cy to economy will assist the people in dispens- | 
ing with it largely, and those who are raising | 
the prices are likely to overreach themselves.

Mr, James Turner’s Gas-Consuming 
Process History of His Sci- 
cntific Experiments, 


A New Invention---Carbonizing 
an Incombustible Vapor. 


Artificial Butter-Making---An- 
other of the Industries of 
Chicago. 


The stench nuisance is one of the oldest prob- 
lems with which Chicago has had to deal, amd is 
not yet solved to the satisfaction of the citizens 
at large. The latest effort to accomplish some- 


! thing in the way of overcoming the stenches 


from the rendering-houses was the appointment 
of a committee at a meeting held week before 


last in the rooms of the Health Superintendent. 
This committee was to nominate various other 


committees, who were to have charge of certain 
districts, and give the matter such close per- 
sonal attention as had never before been de- 
voted to it. The committees have not yet been 
appointed, and nothing effective has been done. 
Meanwhile, during the pause between the acts, 


| it may be well to give the public a little explicit 


information upon one feature of the subject 
that has never been generally known. 

It should be stated in beginning that all these 
separate and distinct steuches from the ren- 
dering-houses are composed solely of the 

GASES ARISING FROM THE ANIMAL MATTER 
that is being turned into grease and taiiow. If 
these gases could be disposed of before leaving 
the rendering establishment it is evident that 
the city would no longer suffer from the stenches 
that have for years saluted our nostrils. And, 
further, it should be stated that, while the ren- 
dering-houses generally have made no effort to 
so get rid of the noxious vapors, there is one 
establishment which may be safely quoted as an 
honorable exception. The one referred to is 
that of Mr. Jaines Turner, situated at No. 536 
Archer avenue. Mr. Turner has invented and 
putin practical operation a method of con- 
suming the gas, so that none of it is allowed to 
leave the place. 

THE HISTORY OF HIS EXPERIMENTS 
in this direction, if related fully, would be of 
deny interest, not only popular, but scientific. 
or years Mr. Turner was persecuted and 


harrassed, aud even indicted, for run- 
ning an establishment which was 
declared to be a public nuisance 


op account of the stench, and he at length made 
up his mind fully either to get around the dif- 
ficulty by destroying the smells or else get out 
of business entirely. The idea occurred to him 
early in his investigations to consume the gaa, 
and accordingly he tried the experiment of run- 
ning it through pipes into his furnace. That 
was about three years ago. Dr. Rauch, who was 
then Sanitary Superintendent of the city, be- 
caine very much interested in the subject and 
entered heartily into the experiment with Mr. 
Turner. He was succeeded about that time b 
Dr. Miller, who also expressed himself well 
pleased with the method adopted, and read a 
aper before the Convention of the Boards of 
ealth in New York, giving the result of the 
experiment, which was considerable of an ad- 
vance on what had been attempted previously. 

But Mr. Turner was not content to stop here. 
He found that the gas would not in reality burn 
under a temperature less than 1,000 degrees. 
The gas would, under a slower fire, simply filter 
up through the flame and coals without being 
impaired, and would mount up the * 
whence it would be blown with the wind only 
to sink again to the earth with all its pristine 
viciousness of odor, What he wanted to do, 
then, was to make the gas of a quality that 
would burn at an ordinary heat. Analyzing it, 
he found that what it lacked to render it com- 
bustible was carbon. So he started in to add 
carbon to its ingredients. This necessitated a 
more complex apparatus. Nothing daunted b 
the difficulties, he proceeded with the determi- 
nation of accomplishing the result desired, and 

HE DID ACCOMPLISH IT. 

As the apparatus now stands, an iron pike is 
connected with the top of each lard-tank. ese 
pipes mect, and, running downtothe floor, pass 
through a vatof cold running water. The ob- 
ject of passing the pipes through the water is to 
reduce their temperature, the gas and steam in 
the pipes being of course very hot at the start. 
The steam is by this means reduced to water, 
and. passing out of the vat, is separated from 
the gas by a very simple process, as follows: 
There is another pipe running upward, connect- 
ed with the main one, for the purpose of carry- 
ing off the gas, the water continuing on toward 
the sewer. The gas is prevented from follow- 
ing the water by means of a coil or bend in the 

ipe, which reuders that portion of it always 
I all of water, so that the gas is unable 
to pass. e gas, then, follows 
along the other pipe, up and out of the build- 
ing, to a small shed situated about 50 feet trom 
the main house. Here it is conducted into an 
iron tank about 1 foot in diameter and 2 to 3 
feet deep, containing oline or other light 
carbon oe. The gasoline immediately farms a 
chemical combination with the gas, producing 

A COMBUSTIBLE AND INFLAMMABLE GAS. 

Another pipe leads out of the tank to the fur- 
nace in the basement of the rendering estab- 
lishment, and the gas passes into the furnace, 
and is there consumed, burning with a blue 
light, and leaving no odor behind. By this sim- 
ple and beautiful process two valuable ends are 
served. The noxious gas is prevented from es- 
caping to annoy and injure the health of the 
community, and it is made to serve a useful 

urpose as fuel to maintain the establishment. 

an anything be easier Or more praiseworthy 
than this method? 

Yet, notwithstanding his invention, which is 
certainly worthy to be ranked among the great 
improvements of the age, Mr. Turner is not 
without detractors. Having practically experi- 
mented until he had arrived at this result, and 
having tested in his own establishment its 
utility, he obtained a patent, to which every in- 
ventor is entitled. For this he has been abused 
not a little, and the other rendering men of this 
city have persistently refused to use this device 
because they were unwilling to pay him a roy- 
alty on his patent. é 

It may be remembered that in November 
1873, an order was passed by the Board o 
Health prohibiting all rendering houses from 
running inside the city limits or one mile out- 
side, without a suitable rage for consum- 
ing the gas. Just before that there had been 
some discussion in the papers and a good 
dea! of public feeling on tne stench question, 
and a committee of citizens was appointed to 
wait on the Board of Health and ask for relief 
from the nuisance. The Committee met the 
Board at the rooms of the latter, and inquired 
if there was not some remedy for the stench 
with which the city was afliicted. To this Dr. 
Ben Miller, who knew of Mr. Turner’s efforts 
in that direction, replied, giving a sketch of the 
new plan for consuming gas. It was in response 
to an urgent public demand that the order 
above-mentioned was subsequently issued. 

Some days after the issuance of that order 
several of the packers and rendering-inen came 
up to Mr. Turner, while he was at the Chamber 
of Commerce, and asked him what he would 
CHARGE,THEM FOR USING HIS PATENT APPAR- 

ATUS. 

He replied that he would put the price low so as 
to accommodate all, and asked how many pack- 
ers wished to use it. They did not know the 
exact number, but said they would find out and 

let him know in a few days, he in the meantime 
agreeing to fix his price for the apparatus. It 
was the next day or the day after that Mr. 
Turner went up casually to the Board of Health 
rooms and saw there a copy of his patent lying 
open on a table. He asked Mr. Hooke what the 
Board wanted of his patent, and that gentleman 
replied that Dr. Miller had been showing 
it to the rendering men and explain- 
ing to them how near they could imi- 
tate Turner’s method without infringing on his 
patent. Soon after Dr. Miller himself entered, 

and, on being asked, confessed that he had been 

doing as Mr. Hooke said; but his reason for so 
doing was that the rendering men had charged 
him with being a partner of Mr. Turner’s, and 
he was obliged in self-défense to explain the 
method to them. 

Well, the result of this giving of information 
was that the rendering men declined to buy Mr. 
Turner’s patent, but went to work and turned 
their gas, without carbonization, into their fur- 
naces. That was as near as they dared come to 
the patent process. But that 
DID NOT BY ANY MEANS ANNIHILATE THB 

STENCH. 
It simply sent the smells up the chimneys of 
their establishments, whence they were wasted 
in whatever direction the wind chanced to 
blow. If the wind was in the south, the 
stenches rose up over the city and settled down 


as soon as they found a denser — — 
This is why for the last year it has been impos- 


sible to locate the origin of the smells. Dr. 
Miller, in one of his recent reports, stated that 
had traced the stenches to the corner of Hal-

Mr. Turner’s is 
positively the only rendering establishment 
which consumes all the gas generated. 

As an interesting side fact, it may be stated 


that Mr. Turner has still further r- 
fected his apparatus so ag to uce 
gas for lighting purposes, and with 
this lights his entire establishment. 


This quality of gas is simply produced by run- 
ning the gases in its second stage, into a gasome- 
ter, and in emerging it pasacs through a tauk 
charged with carbon oil. The gas thus burned 
is of an excellent kind, and he thinks he could 

roduce easily enough from his place alone to 
f ht the whole of Archer avenue.

BUTTER-MAKING. 
Let not the delicate-stomached reader stare! 
Butter is made,—and very good butter too,— 
out of the fat of animals in the rendering house. 
Itis a 1 scientific operation. Some 
years ago, . Mege Mouriez, a French 
scientist, was commissioned by the French Goy- 
ernment to make some researches with a view 
to obtain for the use of the navy and the poorer 
classes a quality of butter that could be pro- 
duced at a much less price than the ordinary 
market article. He proceeded on strictly scieutilic 
principles. Having obtained several milch cows, 
ne put them on a strict diet for several wecks. 
He found that while they decreased materially 
in weight and gave less milk, the milk always 
contained butter. Where could the butter come 
from? Certainly not from the food of the cat- 
tle, as they were given scarcely enough to sus- 
tain life. He came to the logical conclusion 
that the butter which he had obtained had 
heen gotten from the fat of the 
animals. That fact established, his next idea 
was to copy the natural operation of butter- 
making by using cow’s fat. He soon succeeded 
in transforming this fat into butter by the 
process. 

In Mr. Turner’s establishment the French 
process is substantially carried out. The clearer 
pieces of fat are first ground up between two 
cylinders, and dropped into a vat, where the 
mass is steamed at a gentle heat, generally 
about 100 degrees. From here it is transferred 
to a hydraulic press and subjected to a high 
degree of pressure, which eliminates the 
stearine from the oleomargarine, leaving the 
latter in the state of natural butter, minus the 
salt. Mr. Turner intends to go into this manu- 
facture extensively, and has already found a 
market for all his product in England, whither 
he is now shipping in large quantities. It is 
needless to say that the butter is in every way 
equal in flavor and healthfulness to the best of 
the ordinary grades,—in fact, it is claimed that 
it contains much less water and animal sub- 
stance than the ordinary bntter, those being the 
ingredients which render butter rancid; and 
also, that for the same weight it furnishes more 
genuine butter. 


A REBEL LIE NAILED. 

The Atlanta (Ga.) Times (Confed. organ) 
makes the assertion that Gen. Hayes, the Re- 
publican candidate for President, surrendcred 
in a cowardly mannerat a fight which took place 
between his brigade and the rebels for the pos- 
session of the Welden Railroad, near Peters- 
burg. The Confederate concern states the cir- 
cumstances of the capture as follows: 

Gen. Hayes, the present Radical candidate for 
the Presidency. was captured during the War under 
circumstances by no means creditable to his gal- 
lantry as an officer. His captor was James II. 
Price, now a laborer on the farm of C. W. Howard, 
on Lookout Monntain, Walker County, Ga. Price 
was a private in Company is, Capt. Tidwell, Sixth 
Georgia Regiment, infantry, Colquitt's brigade. 
The capture took place afew days after the blow- 
ing up at Fee tee The Federal troops held the 
Weldon Railroad. Fields attacked them in front 
and on the left of Hayes’ command, Colquitt 
moved te the right and attacked them in the 
rear. The Federal troope surrendered after a 
brief resistance. The ammunition of our men 
was nearly expended. The Federals were armed 
with seventeen-shooter carbines. Fields was 
not attacking that end of the line, yet 3, 200 threw 


down their arms before this single brigade. In 
charging the breastworks, Price saw a splendid 
Federal flag. This he tore down. Hayes was 


standing nearit. Price ordered him to surrender. 
Hayes asked. Are you an officer?’ Price replied, 
with an oath, pointing a pistol (which he carried 
through the War) at him, It don’t make a bit of 
difference, you surrender, or III kill you.“ Hayes’ 
answer was, I surrender.” Price then un- 
buckled his sword, cut off the — thinking the 
leather might be useful, and threw the sword away. 
Carrying the captured flag, he marched Hayes off 
to headquarters. This flag had a silver plate on 
the staff. Price does not recollect the inscrip.ion, 
only that it was presented from Portland, Me. He 
cut off the plate, and on hi- return from the War, 
had it made into finger-rings, which he presented 
to the Lookout Monntain lasses. Price's address 
is Rising Fawn, Dade County, Ga., care of C. W. 
Howard. 

The truth is, that. while Gen. Hayes, the 
Republican candidate; took part in a number of 
hard-fought battles, and several times found 
himself in tight places, and once or twice ran 
narrow escapes from capture, he never was 
taken prisoner, but assisted in taking a good 
many Rebel prisoners. 

An ex-soldier, who knows the facts of the 
case, in a letter explains that it was Gen. Joseph 
Hayes, of Massachusetts, and not Gen. R. B. 
Hayes, of Ohio, who was taken prisoner at the 
Weldon Railroad fight. He thus explains the 


case: 

The Gen. Hayes who was captured in that en- 
gagement was Gen. Joseph Hayes, formerly Col- 
onel of the 92 Massachusetts Infantry. 
First Division, Fifth Corps, wounded in the first 
day's battle of the Wilderness, a brave and compe- 
tent officer, who at one time commanded the bri- 
gade of regular infantry in the Fifth Corps with 
great credit to himself. I believe he was the only 
officer not a graduate of West Point who ever com- 
manded that brigade. The Richmond papers of 
the date of his capture gave him a very compli- 
mentary notice for his gentiemanly conduct, etc., 
which notice was reproduced in many Northern 
papers at the time. The Second Corps was ordered 
to make an attack on the north of the James River 
as a feint. while the Fifth Corps captured the 
Weldon Railroad, about 2 miles to the left 
of our line at that time. Our corps was, 
therefore, detached from the army. The 
enemy discovering this, worked through the 
woods around to the rear of our extreme right, and 
inthe afternoon of the second day attacked us 
from the rear, capturing nearly all our forces so 
far as the enemy's line extended, among them Gen. 
Hayes. It was a similar movement to the one 
made on the extreme right of our line in the second 
day's battle of the Wilderness, where two brigades 
of the Sixth Corps were captured, Gens. Shaler and 
Seymour being among the number. Iam not con- 
versant with the particulars of the surrender of 
Gen. Hayes, being upon the left of the line; but 
having served with him and knowing him per- 
sonally I feel justified in saying he did no more nor 
less than any other brave officer would have done 
who saw all hopes of escape cutoff. The Sccond 
Corps, having returned from the north of the James 
River, relieved the troops of the old line, and that 
night established our defensive line with the rest 
of the army. Two days later the enemy assaulted 
our position, and were repnised with severe loss.

Camp Metican, Eastern Sooner or Lake At- 
BERT Nivanza, CENTRAL APnrica.—Dearn G—: My 
letters to the Herald, bearing date respectively Jan. 
1, 1876, and March 3, 1876, have perhaps been 
read by you, and in that case you wit heve ascer- 
tained the extentof my accomplishments in Cen- 
tral Africa up te the dates mentioned. 

It has been my good fortane, since dispatching 
the letters aforesaid, to have passed through a se- 
ries of adventures almost too wonderful for behef; 
and, having given you my word, before starting 
anes this expedition, that I should con-Hler it one 
of my first duties to correspond with yoa, I will 
now fulfill my agreement. 

In my letters to the Herald. I mentioned the 
failure of my attempts heretofore to explore the 
Lake Albert Niyanza, the goal of my aepirations, 
from the east side,—the hostility of Kabba Rega, 
the savage King of Unyaro, the country lying adja- 
cent to the lake, preventing my so doing. 

The kindness, however, of my firm friend and 
ally. Mteser, Emperor of Waganda, who furnished 
me with the necessary means, has enabled me to 
overcome all obstacles in my path onward. 

The Emperor having supplied me with 50,000 
warriors for the purpose, I resolved to give battle 
to the Unyaro people, forI saw no other way of 
successfully exploring Lake Albert save from the 
eastern side. abba Rega, having received notice 
of our ry had prepared for our coming. and 
1 found his forces—an almost countless host— 
drawn up in battle-array at the foot of the great 
mountain Gammonbaragara. After an obstinate 
contest, during which I myself, with my elcphant- 
rifle, slew 127 of the enemy. the Unyaro people 
ned in disorder, leaving some thousands of their 
number Aors de combat. Seekabooby. my lieu- 
tenant, and chief officer of Mteser since the decapi- 
tation of Samboozy in consequence of his having

Lenders, of course, regard 
the endeavor with supreme contempt, 
but at the same time it is in human 
nature to resent the attempt, and, as they feel 
they have been put on the defensive, they are 
rather inclined to insist still more sternly upon 
full rates. Very little of the money loaned on 


real estate is owned by Chicago capitalists. The 


parties who do the heaviest loaning business are 
merely agents for Eastern or European moneyed 
institutions, such as insurance companies and 
“ limited liability companies.“ They are beyond 
tne reach of city or county taxation.

IN GENERAL. 
THE GROWTH OF BROOKLYN. 

The official records prepared by Mr. Roche, 
the Secretary of the Board of Assessors, show 
that over 1,500 new buildings have been erected 
within the city within the twelve months ending 
on the Ist of May last. The aggregate taxable 
valuation of these structures amounts to 83. 
742,100, exclusive of the ground they occupy. 
As the assessed valuation is little, if at all, over 
50 per centum of the actual cost of the build- 
ings, it will be seen that the addition tothe real- 
estate of this city in the year is in excess of 
$7,500,000, not counting the lots now put to 
productive use, or the alterations and exten- 
sions of buildings, which can hardly fall to raise 
the total aggregate to $9,000,000. The statistics 
recently prepared by Supt. Naughton, of the 
Buil epartment, and which have also ap- 
, the Lage, show that the building 
usiness was more active during the last half of 
the current year than the first, from which it is 
fair to infer that a steady improvement is still 
going on. As it is, a greater addition bas been 
made to the real wealth of Brooklyn this year 
than last, or in any one year, if we except the 
five years of the speculative era, which 
began in 1568 and ended in 1873. The Twenty- 
second Ward leads all the other wards in 
the aggregate amount of improvement 
except the Seventh. In all probability houses 
have been erected in advance of the demand for 
them, for money is pave and readily obtainable 
on adequate security. Beside, experience has 
shown that real estate,in agrowing city, is 
after all the safest and best investment. Dur- 
ing the past three years 600,000,000 of personal 
estate in 1 — stocks, and other securities 
have been absolutely wiped out of existence. 
Holders of productive real estate have felt the 
inconvenience of tight times and reduced in- 
comes, but their property remains. And in this 
city the future before it is more encouraging 
than ever before. Within two years at furthest 
we will have cheap, safe, and at all times certain 
communication with New York by means of the 
East River Bridge. This will bring all of Brook- 
lyn as near to New York as the most favored 


section of our city now is.— Brooklyn Eagle. 


ROYAL OWNERS OF REAL ESTATE IN NEW YORK. 
Whatever may be thought by the bears in 
Wall street, several foreign Princes are putting 
their trust in lands, tenements, bonds, and 
stocks of different cities and corporations in the 
United States. Several of the most expensive 
buildings in Broadway are owned by the ex- 
Empress Eugenie, who derives from them an 
annual rent of $62,000. The Duke of Nassau, 
one of the dispossessed German Princes of 1566, 
was here in 1868. He had bills of exchange to 
the amount of $1,500,000. He purchased tene- 
ments in Allen street that to-day are nominally 
owned by German -lawyers or Notaries Public, 
and that yield him 12 per cent on the capital in- 
vested. The Grand Duke of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin, Frederick Francis II., is the owner of 
lots and houses in Elm street, and Queen Victo- 
ria owns considerable real estate in Broadway. 
It stands in the name of an Englishman. The 
King of Sweden owns $500,000 worth of real 
estate in New York, and the Grand Duke Alexis 
owns a hotel in Broadway. King Bomba bought 
six houses in Greenwich street in 1852, and they 
are held by Italians for his son Francis II.

AN ELEPHANT-HUNT. 


The Experience of a Pittsburger in Siam 
A Siamese Breakfast—Capturing the White 
Elephant. 

Correspondence Pittsburg Evening Chronicle. 

U. S. Steamer AsxusLor, Bane Kok, SIAM, 
May 10, 1876. The business which brought us 
here being now about finished, we were begin- 
ning to think of leaving, when we got an invita- 
tion that fairly startled us. 

Every year they have an elephant hunt, or 
drive rather, and we were invited to attend one 
about to take place. To add additional eclat to 
the occasion, there was a white elephant in the 
drove, and that was of course the cause of great 
rejoicing. —— I was one of the luck 
ones whe could go. There were six of us in all, 
the Captain and five of our mess. For nearly a 
year they had been collecting this drove from 
all the distant provinces, driving them in a few 
atatime, and now they were all collected at 
Aynthia, a place about 60 miles up the river 
from Bang Kok. Our invitation came from the 
foreign minister, and he did everything up for 
us in style, sent us a steam launch, to tow us, 
and do the cooking, etc., and what they calla 
house boat, with a house built over about half 
of it, and very comfortable, indeed. We took 
bedding and clothing, and that was all. Every- 
thing else was provided for us. The minister 
also sent his interpreter with us. He was a 
Portuguese, a very pleasant fellow, wno added 
very much to our enjoyment. 

We left the ship about daylight, and hada 
most delightiul trip up the river. The coun- 
try is rather monotonous, being very flat, but 
still there is quite enough variety to make it 
interesting, the endless variety of tropical ſoli- 
age —— down on the water, with occasional 
breaks with room enough for a temple or little 
village.

We 
had a mishap or two, just enough to add varie- 
ty. Once our launch broke down, but another 
one came along and picked us up. 

About noon the King passed us. He was in 
a large, handsome barge, towed by a small 
steamer. About dark we got to the summer 
palace, a handsome new building afew miles 
below Aynthia. 

Here our Jaunch overtodk us, and we went on. 
In about fifteen minutes we broke down again, 
but almost immediately another launch came 
up and took uson. The King had heard of our 
breaking down, and sentit after usin case it 
should happen again. Very thoughtful, wasn’t 
it? We got to Aynthia about 9, and were im- 
mediately taken possession of by the foreign 
minister's son, and one of his officers, and they 
never left us while we were there always 
looking out, and anticipating our very, wish. I 
never was so well looked out for before in my 
life. The foreign minister was not there him- 
self, but the ex-regent took us under his win 
and kepta fatherly lookout forus. We did 
not know exactly how our meals were to be pro- 
vided for us, but the first day settled all chat. 
About daylight, before any of us were up, the 
regent came alongside in a small boat to pay his

e received him in pan jamas, but he didn’t 
seem to mind that, and leit coffee for us. (The 
coffee-pot was made of gold.) We were tied up 
alongside of the bank, and about 9 o’clocka 
long procession of his servants appeared, march- 
ing along with our 1 everyt being 
served in massive silver. The b ast was 
cooked in our style, and consisted of a dozen 
courses, everything being as nice as possible. 
Lunch was prepared on board our launch, and 
dinner came in the same swell style from the re- 
gent’s. That was the daily routine, and very 
pleasant We found it. 

The first day was devoted tocapturing the 
white elephant, nothing else being of sufficient 
importance to touch on the same day. The per- 
formance was to commence at 1, and we went 
up there about 12 to secure a good place, but, 
as usual, we found ourselves well looked out 
for. We were given splendid places, just below 
andin front of the King. A little before the 
hour the herd was driven in from the stockade, 
where they had been confined, and a queer 
sight it was. They came on at a very sedate 
pace, headed by a tame elephant, and surround- 
ed by about twenty other large tame elephants, 
who had no difficulty at allin keeping the herd 
together. Each tame elephant had two riders 
who seemed to have the most perfect contro 
over the beasts, qo them playfully in the 
head with a sharp iron hook when they wanted 
them to do anything. The drove was brought 
down immediately in front of where we sat. 


‘We were about 15 or 20 feet above them, and 


the trained elephants, which are used in the 
catching, were brought out. The elephant was 
taken by a high noble, who is second lord of the 
— — The wise men had been consulted, 
and the exact minute at which it was proper to 
take the fellow ascertained, and all hands wait- 
ed patiently until the King gave the signal, and 
then he went for him. Tiere were 185 ele- 
phants in the herd (we counted them afterward), 
and it seemed almose impossible to pick out the 
one they wanted; but they spotted him instant- 
ly, and had a rope around his leg in a very short 
time. The rider carries a coil of hide rope, in 
the end of which is a loop, which they carry on 
the end of along bamboo. They rush up behind 
the one they wish to catch, stick this long bamboo 
down, and, as he lifts nis hind leg to rush along, 
slip the loop over it, and the trained elephant 
instantly turns and walks away with a taut, so 
there is no danger of it slipping, and then the 
end is thrown off and allowed to drag. 

In the case of full-grown elephants three or 
four ropes are necessary. They are immensely 
strong, made of buffalo hide, but in the case of 
the white elephant one only was necessary, as 
he was only about 8 years old and quite small. 
As soon as the line was fast to him they caught 
the end of it, and made it fast to a strong post, 
and then the tame elephant closed in, — —. 
the herd off, leaving the poor little wretch all 
alone. His mother broke from the herd and 
came back, tramping on the line and pulling at 
it with her trunk, trying to free him, but they 
soon drove her off and left bim alone in his glo- 
ry. He bellowed and snorted and stood on his 
head, and did everything he could to break the 
line, but without effect, and then they closed 
in on himand captured him. It took three 
tame ones to do it, one butting him from be- 
hind. The men on each side passed a strong 
collar around his neck, and theu made it fast to 
other collars around the necks of their own ele- 
phants, and thus they had him. 

They brought him up in front of the King, 
and washed him nice and clean (the elephants 
keep themselves plastered from head to foot 
with mud to keep insects off), and showed how 
beautifully white he was. He really was rather 
a light brown, and is said to be the whitest one 
they have caughtin 100 years. Another good 
omen was that he would eat. Generally, they 
will not touch food for two or three days, but 
this fellow did not seem to mind it much. The 
King threw him bananas, which he ate very con- 
tentedly. After every one had admired him 
sufficicutly he was led away to his stable to be 
tamed, which would take two or three months, 
aud then he will be taken to Bang Kok with 
great ceremony and rejoicing.

The action of the Board of Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners in making the recent change 
in the Committee on Appeals from grain inspection 
in Chicago indicates that the hog crop in Central 
Illinois is not entirely exhausted. More curt than 
courteous. 

A lot of 10,000 bu wheat was taken last Friday 
from the Union Elevator for shipment, and found 
to be in splendid condition. 

A gentleman who made the trip from Cairo to 
Chicago last Friday, mostly by daylight, states 
that the corn all along the line is poor, but that 
the growth further west is reported good, and that 
a fine crop is growing in Mississippi and other 
Southern States. 

Several letters from Northern Iowa give dis- 
couraging news with regard to the wheat crop in 
that section. They chronicle heavy rains for three 
or four days, with wheat in the shock and some on 
the ground unstacked, The yield is poor, some 
large farms giving only about 4 bu to the acre, but 
the qualitvis good. what there is of it. There 
are, however, plenty of hogs. 

The leading produce markets were again quiet on 
Saturday, and most of them were steady; though 
grain was easier, chiefly under the fact or prospect 
of larger receipts. There was little change in pro- 
visions. The shipping movement was light except in 
corn, and there was little except monotony in the 
course of trading, with nothing to break the same. 
The British markets were steadier. 

Business with dry-goods jobbers continues te 
improve, though aside from prints, worsted dress 
fabrics, shawls, and hosiery, there is aa yet no real 
activity. Silks are receiving increased attention 
owing to the advancing tendency of prices. The 
grocery market presented little that was new. 
There was a very fair movement both in staple and 
side articles, and previous prices were thoroughly 
sustained all around. Sugars, sirups, molasses, and 
coffees were strong. There was a somewhat 
firmer market for imported dried fruits, trade hav- 
ing shown some little improvement ef late, but 
domestics remain inactive and nominal. No 
change was apparent in the fish market, trade con- 
tinuing quiet at easy prices. The demand for but- 
ter was again active, and fully previous prices were 
being realized. Cheese was without much activity, 
and lacked firmness, The coal, wood, leather, 
bagging, and tobacco markets were nominally un- 
changed. Oils remain quiet, carbon was again 
higher, other oils were without important change. 

The whoresale lumber market was again quiet, 
only a few cargoes being on sale. The yard trade 
is improving, and prices are ruling steady. Wool 
was firm under a continued fair inquiry, especially 
for fine fleeces, which are stronger 
in the Eastern markets. ‘Timothy seed 
was again lower, but active the 
decline, and other descriptions of seed were quiet. 
Hops and hay were unchanged. Light hides were 
easier, there being less urgency in the demand, the 
rush to fill outside orders being about over. Green 
fruits were abundant, and in fair request. Poultry 
sold at full recent prices, and fresh eggs were 
steady. Potatoes were quiet and unchanged.

own homes. Many wish themselves back again, 
but those having children with them dare not 
risk another change of air during the heated 
term, and while so much sickness prevails. 

But it is among the occupants of the crowded 
tenement-houses of the city that the heat pro- 
* duces the greatest amount of suffering. They 

are 80 ed in together that it is utterly im- 
possible for them to avoid the stifling atmos- 
phere by which they are surrounded. At night 
thousands of them seek the roofs of their 
dwellings, or lie stretched upon the sidewalk, 
in the hope of obtaining air and sleep, but the 

iseuous crowds thus assembled make sleep 
{mpossible. Very often the crowd, 

FINDING SLEEP IMPOSSIBLE, 

hold r carousal upon the roofs, drink- 
ing, si ,and fighting all night long. To 
women — children existence, under the cir- 
eumstances, is almost impossible. 

The number of people rn ns 
houses, and subject to all the evils which abound 
in them, is greater now than ever before, owing 
to the hard times of the past three years. Many 
a mechanic who has been able to support his 
family comfortably heretofore, being now out of 
employment, has been forced to take refuge in 
a tenement house, and pack his family into one 
or two rooms, in place of the comfortable 
house previously occupied. Lack of work, and 
consequent lack of suilicient food, have render- 
ed many of the poor persons physically unable 
to bear up under the additional discomforts of 
the extreme hot weather, and sickness and 
death are the result. The severities of our win- 
ters are popularly considered ‘to be very hard 
upon the poor, but they are scarcely more 80 
than the extreme heat of midsummer. The 
scenes to be observed hourly in the poor dis- 
tricts of this city at the present time, are simply 
heart-rending. What is to become of these 

e if times do not improve so that they can 
with work and wages, it is impos- 
sible to conjecture. The prospect is not a pleas- 
ant one to contemplate, yet the question be- 
coming more and more prominent every day. 
SOME POLITICAL GOSSIP. 

Next week the Republican State Convention 
will meet at Sarato te its candida 
for Gove: aca. I vote you 
on this subject, giving a list of aspirants for the 
nomination. The situation has changed but lit- 
tle since then. The Hon. A. B. Cornell seems 


till to be the gentleman most likely to secure 


the nomination. He is the machine candi- 
date,—that is, he is indorsed by Senator Conk- 
ling and the officeholders who are in the habit 
of engineering the politics of the State, 
and for this reason he encounters the hostility 
of certain Republican elements. There is not a 
newspaper in the city that sustains him, while 
some of the Republican ——_ have assailed 
him in a most discreditab e manner on account 
of business embarrassments in which he became 
fuvolyed at the death of his father. The fact 
that he has long been identified with the man- 
agement of politics in the State is the only ob- 
ection that can be against him. Gen. 
tewart L. Woodford is coming more promi- 
nently forward as a candidate than would be 
expected when it is known that he is making no 
eflort whatever to secure the nomination. 
Should Mr. Cornell be set aside, Gen. Woodford 
wil] stand as good a chance for winning as any 
other man who is named. He isa ne’ — 
man, has a good War record, is one of the best 
speakers in the State, and is indorsed 
by the “Boys h. Blue,” which erganiza- 
tion is very pow Gen. Robertson 
also a candidate, and wir share 
to some extent the support of the soldier-ele- 
ment. He is, however, better known in the 
interior of the State than in any of the large 
cities, where the soldiers are strongest, and to 
whom Gen. Woodford is personally known. 
The talk of ex-Gov. Morgan does not appear 
to assume an active working form as yet; nev- 
ertheless he has hosts of ardent friends, and 
may become a formidable candidate. While his 
friends are warmly attached to him personally, 
they do not seem to regard him as ap available 
tandidate,—probably for the reason that bis 
telations to Senator Conkling are not the most 
friendly. William M. Evarts and George Will- 
fam Curtis are also mentioned as possible can- 
didates, but I fail to discover anything in their 
tandidacy more than a mere sentiment. Agreat 
Many persons would be rejoiced to see a man 
of the distinguished ability of either of these 
eccupying the Governor’s chair, but this is not 
the class of persons which goes to work to se- 
ture what it desires, or is at all influential in 


politics. 
CONKLING AND CORNELL. 
There isno doubt but Senator Conkling is 


4ecidedly in earnest in his desire to have Mr. 


Cornell nominated,—an. earnestness which has 
been intensified by the abuse heaped upon him 
‘ause of his friendship for the Senator. Mr. 
Conkling docs not relish the idea of having his 
friends taboocd and denounced like criminals 
for the sole offense of being on terms of inti- 
macy with him. But for these unwise attacks 
upon Mr. Coruell, there is little doubt but Sen- 
stor Conkling would have been satisfied with 
some other candidate. Should Mr. Cornell re- 
ceive the nomination, the Senator will strain 
every nerve to secure a Republican victory in 
the State; but, should Mr. Cornell be slaugh- 
tered because of the friendly relations between 
them, it is intimated that both men are likely 
to withdraw from the canvass, and let 
those who denounce the “machine” see how 
the “machine” will run without engineer or 
conductor.

This spring a change of managemeut took place, 
some of the stockholders seeming to be jealous 
of Mr. Johnston, and now, instead of being 
a profitable Association, the A. P. A. is in 
lebt, docs not pay its employes, has 
lost many of its customers, aud 
is in a condition of general decline. Iam in- 
forined that its total collapse may be looked for 
any day, leaving the stockholders with quite a 
formidable array of tndcbtedness staring them 
in the face. At one time this Association bid 
fair onopolize a greater part of the even- 
ing/paper businesss of the country, and, under 
liberal and judicious management, it might 
have been successful.

Almost every dav new reports regarding the 
Tribune are started. It is to come out for Til- 
den, itis to be rabid Republican; it has been 
bought up in Conkling’s interest; Tilden has

THE OUTER WORLD. 
“ SARDANAPALUS”’ AT BOOTH’S THEATRE. 

Mr. William Winter’s rather sloppy criticism 
of the performance at Booth’s Theatre last 
Monday night, though it deals largely with 
“shimmer,” and “opulent effects. of various 
kinds, conveys no clear idea to an intelligent 
mind. Mr. Winter has about two terms in criti- 
cism ,—either a thing is opulent“ or it is 
not “opulent.” In the present case we 
are glad to learn that the success of 
the reviy is due ‘principally the 
opulence th which the story has been 
overlaid,“ and that its adjuncts are all mass- 
ive and opulent.“ The New York Herald pro- 
nounces the playa crime against art,“ singe it 
uses one of the finest poems m our literature as 
a framework for a new Black Crook.” We 
observe that Mr. Charles Calvert is highly in- 
dignant at this judgment, and has written a let- 
ter about it to the Herald.

New York, Aug. 17.—The enormous extent of 
the genteel confidence game in this city is as- 
tonishing, and is doubtless one of the direct 
results of hard times.

They do not knock you down 
and take your pocketbooks, but ply their arts 
with consummate skill, and select for their vic- 
tims those whose well-known kindness and be- 
nevolence lead to a belicf that no well-aimed 
appeal will be resisted. These people are en- 
tirely aloof from each other, and have no more 
fixed plans of action than of residence. Itis true 
a popular magazine lately published a statement 
that there is a regular bureau of information for 
confidence operators, where a regular record is 
kept of items of real or supposed value to pro- 
fessional frauds. This statement was probably an 
imposition upon the editor, and is so pronounced 
by the police officials, but it is true enough that 
the well-known benevolence of any public man of 
wealth concentrates upon him the designs of con- 
fidence operators to an alarming extent. 

HOW WILLIAM E. DODGE MANAGES. 

No man in this community is better known 
for his systematic benevolence than William E. 
Dodge. Heisa very prominent church-mem- 
ber, and endeavors by a practical Christianity 
outside of the church to carry into effect the 
principles he professes.

COMMODORE GARRISON AND HIS RIVALRY OF 
VANDERBILT. 

Now that many of our prominently-wealthy 
men are disappearing from view, those who re- 
main are more interesting than ever. Commo- 
dore C. K. Garrison is one of the best known 
of our wealthy men, and, like most of those 
who have preceded him, is a self-made man. 
It may not be so generally known that one of 
the most important episodes of his life was 
that which, through a combination ef circum- 
stances, made him a rival of Commodore Vander- 
bilt, It was in 1855 that Vanderbilt was running 
the Nicaragua line to San Francisco in full tide of 
success. His agent in that city was C. K. Garri- 
aon. In 1856 the filibusters under William Walker 
broke up the Nicaragua transit, and, seizing the 
reins of Government in that country, annulled the 
Vanderbilt transit contract. Garrison, by this act, 
was thrown out of a job. Subsequently a new 
contract was offered by the Nicaragua Govern- 
ment, which Vanderbilt refused to accept; but 
Garrison and Charles Morgan (the New Orleans 
steamship millionaire) took it and reopened the 
route. This action offended Vanderbilt greatly; and 
when Garrison came to New York Vanderbilt re- 
fused tospeak to him. They were reconciled subse- 
quently, and Garrison was Vanderbilt's legitimate 
successor in the steamship business. He is now 
the owner of several steamers, but in the street 
parlance is getting out of steamships rapidly, and 
will probably turn them over to his son William R., 
who is his chief manager. Commodore Garrison is 
worth anywhere from seven to ten millions, and is 
understood to have large sums invested in Chicago. 
Personally he is one of the most unassuming men 
on the street.

reverent hand, we must still insist that, though 
fine as a poem, asa play Sardanapalus “ is a 
failure. en, again, to a lover of the genius 
of the author of Don Juan it is difficult to 
become reconciled to having his inspired verse 
utilized for the purpose of 2 a series 
of pageants, scenic effects, and ballet divertisse- 
ments. I appeal to the audience present last 
night for indursement to my statement that his 
beautiful lines were spouted in an indifferent, 
spiritless fashion that impressed no one with 
tne sentiment expressed, except, perhaps, the 
“pit, ” which, as usual, took a morbid delight 
in vociferously applauding any lines that 
savored of even a suspicion of virtue. Indeed, 
how could the actors become engendered with 
enthusiasm, feeling as they didthat no heed 
was given to what they uttered, und knowing 
that the auditorium was thronged with a gaping 
crowd waiting for grand processions and gor- 
eous dresses which should eclipse the splen- 
ors of the Black Crook ” and “ White Fawn”?

Racing, Aug. 19.—Racine can boast a larger 
percentage of intelligent “skilled labor” than 
any other city in the State. The mammoth 
manufacturing establishments located here de- 
mand an intellectual comprehension of the vast 
labor performed, as well as a miniature army of 
sinewy workers, who happily combine mind 
and matter.“ Hence it is that the influence of 
our goodly burg is felt in nearly all the better 
class of trades-unions scattered over the North- 
west. Foremost in the minor offices 
pertaining thereto are found these 
educated geniuses, who have a just and 
thorough appreciation of the necessities 
of the positions they fill. They firmly believe 
in the motto, In union there is strength,“ and- 
have banded together in a filial brotherhood 
that increases the influence already spoken of. 
They have also an abiding faith in the belief that 
a day's rest and recreation are conducive to health, 
happiness, and a quiet contentment. Impressed 
with the latter conviction, the Racine iron-moiders 
met in grand council for the purpose of inaugura- 
ting a succession of annual picnics on a scale that 
would pale all former efforts by comparison.

A Tunnel More than a Mile Long. 
San Francisco Bulletin. 
atch reaches us to-day that the work of 
rough the San Fernando Tunnel, on 
the Southern Pacific Railroad, has been com- 
pleted: This is one of the greatest achieve- 
ments —.— construction accomplished on 
the Pagifie Coast. The length of this tunnel, 
cut through the San Fernando Mountains, is 
6,966 Jeet, or 1 mile and 1,986 feet. With the 
8 of this work, the Southern Pacific 
road between San Fräucisco and An- 
eles will soon be opened for traffic. There 
ve been some remarkable specimens of en- 
neering skill in buildin road. The 
unnel through the Tehachipe Pass is unique, 
from the fact that in the windings of the 
tunnel one part of the roadway is over the 
other. The San Fernando Tunnel is by far 
the longest one on the Pacific Coast. The 
longest on the Central Pacific in crossing the 
Sierra is not more than 1,200 feet, not a fifth 
of the length of this one piercing the San Fer- 
nando Mountains. The work has also been 
carried out with unprecedented dispatch. It is 
not two years since the first borings were made. 
— — culties have had to be encountered. 
San Fernando is the petroleum region of Los 
r and there were some fears lest in tun- 
neiſug the mountain the workmen might come 
upon a vast reservoir of petroleum, or equally 
noxious fluids and gases. The great obstacle 
has been the character of the rock, and the 
enormous pressure upon the timbers placed as 
— To obviate this pressure, the tunnel
